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INTRODUCTION 

By  John  W.  Hawkins 


In  this  introduction,  it  is  hoped  that  the  reader  may  become 
acquainted  with  and  pleased  with  the  plans  and  purposes  of  this  little 
book. 

Web  elieve  anyone  has  good  reasons  for  being  interested  in  his 
or  her  ancestral  history.  In  the  following  pages  we  trace  some  of 
the  bloodlines,  and  give  some  pertinent  facts  about  these  bloodlines  that 
have  entered  into  the  Hawkins  Family,  prior  to  the  time  of  their  comnig 
to  Texas  from  Indiana  in  184B;  and  a  brief  history  of  the  family  since 
coming. 

The  assembling  of  this  material  has  been  in  process  for  a  good 
many  years.  It  was  begun  by  others.  To  them  belong  much  of  the 
credit  for  the  undertaking.  And  now,  as  the  oldest  living  son  of  those 
pioneers  who  came  to  Texas  as  young  sons  and  daughters  of  William 
Alden  and  Anna  Eddy  Hawkins  in  1848,  the  writer  of  these  lines  feels 
that  he  is  justified  in  helping  to  complete  this  history. 

My  father,  George  Washington  Hawkins,  was  the  youngest  of  that 
group,  being  about  five  years  old  when  they  left  Indiana  to  come  to 
Texas.  I  feel  that  I  have  a  real  responsibility  to  those  noble  souls  who 
have  lived  and  have  wrought  so  well  before  us;  and  a  responsibility  to 
those  who  are  living  today;  and  a  responsibility  to  the  generations  that 
shall  follow  us,  and  who  may  feel  a  sense  of  pride  and  interest  in  their 
ancestors.  So  I  am  assuming  the  task  of  leading  in  this  work,  and  in 
co-operation  with  the  “Staff  of  Workers,”  as  given  on  another  page,  we 
are  hoping  to  bring  this  History  to  a  happy  completion. 

The  genealogies  we  give  are  based  on  official  records.  Some  of  the 
history  is  from  official  records  and  some  from  papers  that  have  been 
preserved,  and  some  from  family  memory  and  traditions.  We  have 
tried  to  make  these  bits  of  history  correct,  interesting,  inspirational 
and  challenging  to  all  who  may  read  them. 

On  the  whole,  the  work  has  been  a  very  pleasant  task.  Due  to  my 
age  and  health  condition  it  has  some  times  been  a  little  taxing.  But 
the  wonderful  support  of  the  Cousins  has  always  made  the  task  joyous. 
Many  of  them  have  written  in  to  express  their  interest  in  the  work. 
May  I  just  use  the  closing  sentence  in  one  of  such  letters: 

“We  are  so-o-o-o-o  pleased  that  you  are  working  this  book 

up  for  all  of  us.  I  know  it  is  a  terrific  task. 

“Thank  you  and  God  Bless  you, 

Devotedly.” 


Let  me  say,  the  Staff  of  Helpers,  one  from  each  of  the  original 
families  who  came  to  Texas  in  1848,  have  done  a  great  part  to  make 
the  book  possible.  Theirs  was  no  small  task  of  getting  names  and  dates 
of  births,  marriages  and  deaths  of  these  hundreds  of  Cousins. 

We  have  tried  to  make  this  complete  to  May  1,  1961.  We  regret 
the  many  unavoidable  errors  and  lack  of  complete  information.  So 
many  of  those  older  ones  have  “passed  on,”  and  the  information  we 
have  is  incomplete  in  some  cases.  In  a  few  cases,  a  lack  of  cooperation 
on  the  part  of  the  living  hindered.  We  have  tried  to  make  it  complete. 
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In  working  on  this  we  have  been  deeply  impressed  by  the  fine 
strains  of  other  bloodlines  that  have  become  a  part  of  our-  blood  by 
the  fine  marriages.  We  are  grateful  for  each  of  these.  Surely  we  need 
to  remember,  no  man  liveth  unto  himself.”  We  must  each  be  a  part 
of  the  whole,  making  it  better  or  not  so  good. 

These  things  we  leave  with  you,  the  younger  generation,  not  to 
give  grounds  for  boasting,  but  to  stir  your  pride  in  your  ancestors  and 
in  your  good  inheritance,  and  to  challenge  you  to  pass  on  to  your 
descendants  as  good  reason  for  being  proud  of  you  in  future  years.  We 
are  glad  to  place  this  little  book  in  your  hands,  trusting  that  it  may 
help  to  awaken  in  each  of  you  a  deeper  appreciation  for  your  ancestry 
and  a  sacred  challenge  to  make  the  ancestry  of  the  next  generation  as 
worthy,  or  possibly  even  more  worthy,  of  love  and  appreciation.

THE  EDDYE  BLOOD  LINE  or  Ancestry,  from  the  earliest  records,  as 

we  have  them,  to  the  William  Alden  Hawkins  Family,  when  the  EDDYE 

and  the  HAWKINS  lines  were  united  in  Marriage,  in  18 - .  (This  sheet 

only  shows  the  one  descendant  through  which  the  Hawkins  line  came.) 

1.  REV.  WILLIAM  EDDYE,  born  in  Brystol,  England,  about  1565;  d  at 

Cranbrook,  England,  1616.  m  Mary  Foster  March  20,  - .  To  them 

was  born  Samuel  Eddy. 

2.  SAMUEL  EDDY  I  (note  spelling  of  name  changed);  baptized  in 
Kent,  England,  in  1608.  m  Elizabeth  Savery  (the  name  “Savery” 
seems  not  quite  sure).  Came  to  New  England  on  the  Handmaid, 
1630.  d  at  Swansea,  Mass.,  in  1687.  To  them  was  born  Obediah  Eddy! 

3.  OBEDIAH  EDDY,  b  at  Plymouth,  Mass.,  1645;  m  Bennit  Ellis;  d  1727. 
To  them  was  born  Samuel  Eddy  II. 

4.  SAMUEL  EDDY  II,  b  1675;  m  Melatiah  Pratt;  d  1752.  To  them  was 
born  Samuel  Eddy  III. 

5.  SAMUEL  EDDY  III,  b  1710  in  Middleboro,  Mass.;  m  Lydia  Alden; 
d  1746.  To  them  was  born  Samuel  Eddy  IV,  the  year  his  father  died. 

6.  SAMUEL  EDDY  IV,  b  January  12,  1742,  in  Middleboro,  Mass.;  d  in 
Wayne  Co.,  New  York,  November  29,  1821;  m  Anna  Morton,  March 
10,  1763.  To  them  was  born  David  Eddy. 

7.  DAVID  EDDY,  b  March  3,  1774,  at  Middleboro,  Mass.;  d  June  9, 
1840  at  Eddy  Ridge,  New  York;  m  Margaret  Patterson  1792  or  ’94. 
She  died  June  24,  1804.  To  them  were  born  Mary  Eddy  (called  Aunt 
Polly),  1798;  Anna  Eddy,  Sept.  4,  1800;  and  Suzanna  Eddy,  Aug.  4 
1802. 

8.  ANNA  EDDY,  daughter  of  David  Eddy  (immediately  above)  who 
married  William  Alden  Hawkins.  (Copied  from  book  “The  Eddy 
Family  in  America,”  published  1930— 300th  anniversary  of  landing 
of  the  Plymouth.) 


THE  ALDEN  ANCESTRY,  or  blood  line,  from  about  1509  to  the  entrance 
of  this  strain  into  the  Eddy  strain,  by  the  marriage  of  Lydia  Alden  to 
Samuel  Eddy  III,  as  given  in  No.  5  of  the  Eddy  line. 


1.  JOHN  ALDEN  I,  b  in  England  about  1599.  Came  to  America  on 
the  Mayflower,  1620;  m  to  Priscilla  Mullins  in  about  1621,  daughter 
of  William  Mullins,  who  came  to  America  on  the  Mayflower,  also; 
d  in  Mass.,  1687. 


JOSEPH  ALDEN,  b  “after  May  22,  1627”;  d  Feb  8,  1697;  m  Mary 
Simmons,  daughter  of  Moses  and  Sarah  (Chainlet  )  Simmons.  Moses 
Simmons  came  to  America  in  ship  “Fortune”  in  1621.  To  them  was 
born  John  Alden  II. 
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3.  JOHN  ALDEN  II,  b  1674;  d  Sept.  29,  1730;  m  Hannah  White  of 
Weymouth,  Mass.,  daughter  of  Captain  Ebenezer  and  Hannah  White. 
To  them  was  born  Lydia  Alden. 

4.  LYDIA  ALDEN,  b  Dec.  18,  1710;  d  in  Middleborough,  Mass.,  1803; 
ni  Samuel  Eddy  III.  See  No.  5  of  Eddy  line  for  the  continuation 
of  this  Lydia  Alden. 

This  record  is  introduced  here  only  to  show  the  connection  with  the 
Mayflower,  which  connection  we  recognize  as  of  little  real  value.  Any 
descendant  from  a  strong  pioneer,  freedom-loving  line  of  ancestors  has 
something  to  be  proud  of.  Yes,  and  he  has  a  heritage  that  he  is  under 
deep  obligation  to  pass  on  to  the  next  generation,  unsullied. 

(For  authority,  see  “Eddy  Family.”) 


THE  HAWKINS  ANCESTRY,  or  blood  line,  from  the  earliest  record 
we  have,  down  to  the  William  Alden  Hawkins  family,  who  came  to  Texas 
in  1848. 

There  is  a  persistent  tradition  found  with  the  Hawkins  families 
over  various  parts  of  the  country,  in  different  states,  of  three  brothers 
who  came  to  the  United  States  from  Great  Britain  in  an  early  day.  The 
writer,  and  others  whom  we  have  known,  has  been  surprised  to  find 
people  by  the  Hawkins  name,  who  knew  of  no  immediate  relationship, 
but  still  referred  to  “Three  Brothers  who  came  from  Great  Britain”  in 
an  early  day.  These  three  brothers  were  Peter,  William  and  George 
Hawkins,  according  to  the  tradition.  I  have  heard  my  father  refer  to  this. 

My  Cousin,  Charley  Hawkins,  son  of  William  Alden  Hawkins  II,  who 
was  one  of  the  older  ones  of  the  first  generation  born  in  Texas,  and  one 
of  the  few  still  living  at  that  time,  gave  me  the  following  information 
in  1936: 

“Peter  Hawkins  (mentioned  above)  married  Rachel  Torbert 
in  Linguard,  Kent  County,  Delaware.  They  had  three  chil¬ 
dren:  Margaret,  who  lived  and  died  in  Philadelphia;  Eliza¬ 
beth,  who  married  a  McDonald;  and  William  Alden,  who 
married  Anna  Eddy.” 

This  William  Alden  Hawkins  was  born  March  31,  1800,  and  Anna 
Eddy  was  born  in  Washington  County,  New  York,  September  24,  1800. 
(This  information  is  taken  from  a  booklet  written  by  Uncle  Em,  dated 
August  8,  1907.) 

The  above  is  all  the  information  we  have  at  present  on  the  Hawkins 
line  of  our  Ancestry.  We  are  working  on  that  further.

24,  1876. 

GEORGE  WASHINGTON,  b  November  12,  1842,  in  LaPorte  County, 
Indiana;  d  December  10,  1931.  Buried  in  the  White  Church  Ceme¬ 
tery  in  Mulberry  Canyon,  Southwest  of  Merkel,  Texas. 
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Bils  of  Hisiory  of  William  Alden  Hawkins  (Grandpa)  and  Anna 

Eddy  Hawkins  (Grandma)  and  family  before  leaving  LaPorie 

County,  Indiana,  en  rouie  to  Texas. 

In  August,  1833,  William  Alden  Hawkins  and  Anna  Eddy  Hawkins 
moved  with  their  young  brood  from  the  town  of  Shelbyville,  Shelby 
County,  Indiana,  to  the  town  and  county  of  LaPorte,  Indiana. 

William  Alden  Hawkins  was  a  God-fearing,  ambitious  man  of 
English  descent.  Left  an  orphan  at  an  early  age  he  had  lived  under 
the  guardianship  of  his  Uncle  Richard  Hawkins  (Uncle  Dick).  Uncle 
Dick  was  an  Englishman  who  never  married  and  lived  the  life  of  a 
Colonial  Gentleman,  importing  his  hounds  and  wine  from  England. 

Anna  Eddy  Hawkins  lived  as  a  girl  in  Washington  County,  New 
York.  As  a  young  lady  she  made  the  trip  on  the  very  first  steam  train, 
the  DeWitt  Clinton,  from  Albany  to  Schenectady.  This  spirit  of  venture 
and  fearlessness  was  ever  a  dominant  trait  in  the  make-up  of  this 
gentle  lady. 

At  LaPorte  the  family  grew  while  William  Alden  Hawkins  served 
as  clerk  of  the  Circuit  Court  for  eleven  years  (1833  to  1846).  Dec.  16, 
1833,  he  was  admitted  to  lav/  practice.  The  children  attended  the  public 
schools  of  the  day  as  well  as  the  Lancastarian  Academy  taught  by  Rev. 
W.  H.  Marshall  and  Rev.  T.  M.  Cummings,  both  ministers  of  the  old 
Presbyterian  Church. 

His  family  growing  rapidly — eleven  children,  nine  of  them  boys 
(two  of  the  sons  died  in  infancy) — prompted  the  father,  in  1845,  to  pur¬ 
chase  a  farm  six  or  seven  miles  from  town.  There  the  family  lived  in 
a  two-story  farm  house  with  the  boys  having  rooms  upstairs.  One  day 
one  of  the  boys  came  bounding  down  the  stairs  waving  a  copy  of  the 
“National  Intelligencer,”  a  newspaper  published  in  Washington  City, 
declaring,  “I’m  going  to  Texas  and  get  some  of  that  land.  Just  think 
of  it.  The  Peter’s  Colony  Company  is  offering,  free,  640  acres  for  a 
married  man  and  320  acres,  free,  for  a  single  man.” 

The  family  read  and  reread  the  advertisement  and  the  “Texas  Fever” 
caught  on.  Though  modestly  prospering  in  Indiana  the  father,  too,  was 
captivated  by  the  advantages  so  graphically  described  in  the  article. 
By  law  all  public  land  elsewhere  in  the  United  States  cost  $1.25  per  acre. 
His  boys  wanted  new  opportunities.  He  and  Anna  Eddy,  being  true 
pioneers,  were  not  of  a  mind  to  hold  them  back  and  ten  weeks  later 
they  had  sold  all  of  their  possessions  and  were  ready  to  head  for  Texas. 
One  brother,  Benjamin,  was  courting  an  orphan  girl  and  did  not  want 
to  leave  her  behind.  The  entire  family  collaborated  and  persuaded  Mary 

E.  Pinnell  to  come  along  as  a  Hawkins  bride.  (They  were  married 
Feb.  24,  1848,  by  the  Rev.  H.  C.  Benson.) 

LaPorte  County  records  show  that  the  Hawkins  sold  their  farm 
on  Jan.  10,  1848. 

One  ol  the  daughters,  Mary  Melissa,  was  already  married  to  Harrison 

F.  Hinckley  (married  May  25,  1845,  by  the  Rev.  John  D.  Dermott).  This 
couple  had  a  baby  six  months  old.  No  greater  tribute  could  be  paid  to 
the  gentle  character  of  the  Hawkins  boys  than  to  say  that  en  route  to 
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Texas  they  vied  with  each  other  to  see  who  could  be  most  attentive  to 
Baby  Annie.  The  adoring  uncles  almost  literally  carried  her  m  their 

arms  from  Indiana  to  Texas.  .  .  , 

William  Alden  Hawkins  decided  to  celebrate  his  torly‘eigh^  b  ' 
day  by  heading  out  on  this  venture  that  day,  March  31,  1848  That  o  d 
Grandpa  (one  grandchild  then),  along  with  other  endowments  was  not 
without  a  pretty  large-sized  supply  of  originality.  One  grandson  said 
years  later,  “So  far  as  I  have  been  able  to  ascertain  no  man  befoie  o 
since  has  lighted  upon  that  kind  of  a  plan  for  a  birthday  celebiation. 


The  following  three  parts  are  taken  from  a  little  book  written 
by  Uncle  Emerson  with  the  heading  "For  My  Children. 

BEFORE  LEAVING  INDIANA 

I  was  born  in  a  log  cabin  in  the  town  of  Shelbyviile,  Shelby  County, 
in  the  State  of  Indiana,  on  the  19th  day  of  December,  182J. 

My  father,  William  Hawkins,  son  of  Peter  Hawkins  and  Rachel 
Torbet  was  born  on  the  31st  day  of  March,  1800,  in  Kent  County, 

Delaware. 

His  parents  dying  while  yet  in  his  infancy,  he  consequently ^  knew 
but  little  of  their  former  history,  or  of  their  families.  This  should  ad 
monish  us  all  of  the  importance  of  each  and  every  individual  keeping 
a  record  of  his  or  her  family  for  the  use  of  future  generations 

After  the  death  of  my  father’s  parents,  he  and  his  two  sisters  w 
under  the  guardianship  of  an  English  uncle,  Richard  Hawkins.  Unc. 
Dick”  was  never  married,  and  lived  the  life  of  a  Colonial  Gentleman. 

My  mother,  Anna  Eddy,  daughter  of  David  Eddy  “algar® 

Patterson,  was  born  in  Washington  County,  New  York,  on  the  -4th  day 

°f  ^My6 parents  ^were  both  active  members  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church  South  They  were  model  parents,  the  very  best.  My  father 
died  on  the  27th  day  of  March,  1867.  My  mother  died  on  the  20  h  day 
of  July  1895  My  father  had  two  sisters,  Margaret,  who  died  single,  an 
Elizabeth,  who  married  a  Mr.  McDowell  of  Delaware.  One  son,  James, 

reSUMydmotherhhadUtwonsisterS,  Mary  (Aunt  Polly)  who  married  Azanah 
Williams;  and  Susan,  who  married  a  man  named  Fordyce  Hill.  She 
also  had  three  half  brothers,  Alfred,  Hiram,  and  George  Eddy. 

In  August  of  1833,  when  I  was  in  my  fourth  year,  my  father  moved 
from  Shelbyviile  up  to  the  extreme  northern  portion  of  the  state  settling 
n  U,c  town  and  County  of  LaPortc.  Here,  in  the  public  schools .  o Mhe 
riav  and  in  the  Lancastarian  Academy,  taught  by  Reverend  W.  H.  Mai- 
fhal’l  and  Reverend  T  M.  Cummins,  both  Ministers  of  the  old  school 
Presbyterian6 Church,  I  obtained  what  little  education  I  have.  You  may 

ro^t  assured  we  were  under  strict  discipline.  ,  , 

In  1845  my  father,  who  had  been  Clerk  of  the  Circuit  Court  of  the 

county  for  eleven  years,  as  he  had  a  large  and  growing  family  of  boys 
there  were  seven  of  us-concluded  to  purchase  a  farm.  Consequently,  a 
farm  was phased  six  or  seven  miles  out  in  the  country,  and  thither 

we  at  once  moved. 
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THE  TRIP  TO  TEXAS 


During  the  winter  of  1847-8  he  sold  out  his  entire  possessions  and 
we  started  on  the  last  of  March,  1848,  for  far-away  Texas.  It  was  a  long, 
tedious  journey,  from  the  northern  part  of  Indiana  to  the  Lone  Star 
State.  We  traveled  across  the  northern  part  of  Illinois,  then  mostly 
unsettled  prairie,  frequently  with  intervals  of  ten  and  fifteen  miles 
between  settlements.  Not  a  railroad  had  then  penetrated  the  solitude 
of  the  prairies  of  that  part  of  that  great  State.  The  solitude  was  un¬ 
broken  save  by  the  howl  of  the  prairie  wolf,  and  the  chatter  of  prairie 
chickens,  and  these  were  there  by  the  millions.  And  we  boys  killed  them 
until  tired  of  the  eating  and  killing. 

We  crossed  the  Mississippi  River  at  Quincy,  Ill.,  and  entered  the 
State  of  Missouri.  Crossing  the  state  diagonally  we  passed  through  the 
towns  of  Palmira  and  others,  and  crossed  the  Missouri  River  at  Browns¬ 
ville,  then  quite  a  flourishing  little  city  and  surrounded  by  a  fine 
country.  From  there  we  passed  on  through  Springfield,  then  a  little 
country  town,  and  on  down  to  Cassville,  Fayetteville,  Van  Buren  and 
Ft.  Smith,  in  the  State  of  Arkansas.  Our  course  then  led  on  through 
the  Boggy  Depot,  in  the  Indian  Territory,  to  Red  River,  which  we  crossed 
at  old  Warren,  in  the  County  of  Fannin,  on  the - day  of  May,  1848. 

EARLY  DAYS  IN  TEXAS 

From  that  point  we  traveled  on  through  an  almost  prairie  country 
until  we  reached  Cedar  Springs  in  Dallas  County,  some  three  miles  from 
the  town  of  Dallas.  This  place  consisted  of  one  general  store,  Smith 
and  Patterson,  one  drug  store  kept  by  a  Mr.  Duggan,  one  saloon  and 
one  hotel,  run  by  one  of  the  Bryants.  There  were  a  few  scattering 
residences. 

All  of  the  buildings  were  constructed  of  logs,  save  the  store  house, 
which  was  built  of  clapboards,  and  all  located  down  by  the  river,  be¬ 
tween  that  and  the  present  Court  House.  Father,  brother  Marcellus, 
and  my  brother-in-law,  H.  F.  Hinckley,  after  resting  a  few  days,  left  us 
in  camp  and  went  out  on  a  prospecting  tour  to  find  locations  within  the 
bounds  of  Peters  Colony.  After  looking  around  for  several  days  they 
finally  selected  a  location  on  the  headwaters  of  the  Waxahachie  Creek, 
in  what  is  now  Ellis  County,  but  then  territory  belonging  to  Navarro 
County.  Heads  of  families  at  that  time,  and  up  to  July  of  that  year, 
1848,  were  entitled  by  settlement  to  640  acres  of  land,  while  single  men, 
18  years  of  age  and  over,  were  allowed  320  acres.  Father  selected  as 
his  section  one  upon  which  was  a  very  large  spring  which  is  still  known 
as  “Hawkins  Spring.” 

H.  F.  Hinckley  selected  the  section  lying  north  of  father’s,  and  brother 
Frank  the  one  lying  south  of  him,  while  brother  Marcellus  and  I,  being 
entitled  to  only  320  acres,  selected  ours  wherever  we  saw  fit,  but  in 
close  proximity  to  the  others.  Under  the  Peters  Colony  contract,  settlers 
to  hold  their  land  were  required  to  build  a  house,  and  occupy  it  before 
July  1st,  1848.  As  we  only  got  to  our  locations  on  or  about  the  first  of 
June,  it  gave  us  about  28  days  to  build  five  houses  and  occupy  them.  As 
we  had  to  get  logs  from  the  cedar  brakes,  over  in  Dallas  County, 
some  six  miles  away,  you  can  readily  imagine  that  we  had  a  job  before 
us,  as  there  were  but  five  of  us  to  do  the  work.  But  there  was  no  such 
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word  as  fail  in  the  Texas  vocabulary  of  that  day,  so  we  went  to  work 
and  had  three  cabins  built  and  occupied  within  the  limits  of  time 
allowed.  But  that  left  brother  Marcellus  and  I  without  any  cabins.  So 
in  order  to  comply  with  the  law,  we  built  rail  pens  and  called  them 
houses.  The  law,  happily,  did  not  specify  the  character  of  the  houses 
to  be  built,  hence  calling  them  houses,  we  had  Frank  and  Harris  go  with 
us  and  see  us  crawl  into  them  so  they  could  swear  they  saw  us  living 
on  the  land,  in  compliance  with  the  law.  It  is  needless  to  say  we  re¬ 
mained  inside  but  a  short  itme.  Our  witnesses  were  never  called  upon 
to  testify,  however,  as  the  law  was  changed,  doing  away  with  all  that. 

With  other  settlers,  we  had  a  pretty  hard  time  of  it  that  year,  as 
few  crops  were  raised  in  the  country,  and  most  of  the  settlers,  like 
ourselves,  were  newcomers.  We  depended  mostly  on  wild  game  for 
meat,  deer,  antelope,  and  wild  turkeys  being  abundant.  Once  in  a  while 
we  could  buy  a  piece  of  bacon  at  25  cents  a  pound,  and  believe  me, 
it  tasted  “powerful  good.”  For  corn  we  had  to  go  some  50  miles  and 
pay  $1.00  per  bushel  for  it.  It  was  later  ground  at  Col.  Overton’s  horse 
mill,  where  Oak  Cliff  is  now  located. 

We  would  frequently  be  gone  eight  or  ten  days  getting  the  corn 
and  having  it  ground.  The  folks  at  home  were  frequently  without  bread 
for  days  until  we  could  get  back  with  our  grinding.  We  had  no  flour 
at  all  for  nearly  a  year  until  we  could  grow  wheat,  or  only  occassionally 
when  we  could  trade  for  a  little  from  some  person  moving  by.  I  can 
assure  you  a  biscuit  then  looked  good.  I  will  narrate  one  incident  of 
that  time  to  show  the  kind  of  people  that  settled  in  Texas. 

Brother  Frank  and  I  went  over  across  Trinity  River,  crossing  at 
Dallas,  to  get  corn.  We  were  directed  at  Dallas  to  go  to  Mr.  Obediah 
Knight,  who  lived  several  miles  from  Dallas,  to  get  it,  as  he  had  corn 
to  spare.  As  the  negroes  were  measuring  up  the  corn  in  a  barrel,  Mr. 
Knight  came  up  just  as  the  boys  were  about  putting  a  barrel  full  in  the 
wagon.  He  halted  them,  saying:  “Hold  on  there,  shake  that  corn  down. 
Shake  it  well  and  heap  it  up  as  long  as  an  ear  will  stay  on,  for  I  never 
want  to  go  to  Hell  for  short  weight  or  measure.” 

It  was  a  noble,  honest  set  of  men  and  women  that  settled  up  that 
part  of  the  state,  and  I  believe  such  was  the  case  in  all  other  parts  of  Texas. 

The  section  of  land  upon  which  Brother  Frank  located  had  some 
20  acres  of  land  broken  up.  This  had  been  done  by  two  single  men 
who  intended  to  take  that  section  as  their  head  rights.  They  were  in 
need  of  money  and  we  wanted  the  section  so  that  the  three  families 
might  be  as  close  together  as  possible.  Father  paid  John  B.  Garron  and 
Joe  Witherspoon  $60.00  for  their  breaking  and  Frank  took  the  section. 
That  fall  we  fenced  and  crop-broke  the  20  acres,  and  in  the  spring  of 
’49,  planted  it  in  corn.  We  gathered  40  bushels  to  the  acre  off  of  it,  so  we 
had  corn  to  sell  the  second  year  and  hence  got  back  some  of  the  money 
we  paid  out  in  ’48  and  ’49. 

During  the  summer  of  ’48,  father  traded  one  span  of  horses  for 
some  twelve  head  of  cows  and  two  or  three  yoke  of  oxen,  so  we  were 
supplied  with  butter  and  milk  and  a  team  to  break  up  prairie  with,  and 
he  also  met  up  with  a  chance  to  buy  off  a  man  who  was  going  back 
to  the  States,  some  pigs  and  chickens  and  several  beegums.  You  can 
see  that  we  had  commenced  living  fine.  After  this  our  troubles,  so  far  as 
living  was  concerned,  were  in  a  manner  over.

SOME  INTERESTING  STORIES  AND  BITS  OF  HISTORY

We  do  not  know  a  great  deal  about  Great  Grandfather  Hawkins 
but  if  we  judge  from  his  works  we  find  they  speak  for  themselves.  In 
the  first  place  as  we  look  at  the  names  of  their  children  we  can  see  the 
setting  of  high  aims  and  ideals.  There  is  Marcell  us,  a  name  in  Roman 
history  and  in  Latin  literature;  Alden,  the  Pilgrim;  Benjamin  Franklin; 
Emerson,  the  great  American  poet;  Samuel  and  David,  the  Biblical 
names;  John  Wesley  and  George  Washington. 

As  to  the  character  of  Grandfather,  it  takes  fortitude  and  courage 
any  time  to  pioneer  but  in  1848  it  required  stamina  to  the  Nth  degree. 
We  know  that  some  of  these  same  qualities  were  imparted  to  his  sons, 
judging  by  the  ways  in  which  they  met  the  demands  of  the  times  in 
1  heir  day.  Leadership  is  indicated  by  the  fact  that  when  Ellis  County 
was  organized  Grandfather  was  elected  the  first  Chief  Justice  of  the 
county.  Later  this  office  was  called  County  Judge.  Indeed  a  great 
heritage  has  come  to  us  from  the  home  that  was  established  by  Anna 
Eddy  and  William  Alden  Hawkins.

I  remember  my  father  telling  about  a  family  gathering  at  Hawkins 
Spring,  the  home  of  his  grandparents.  He  and  some  of  his  contemp¬ 
oraries,,  his  brother  Ed,  and  cousins  Ed  and  Hamp  Hawkins,  were 
some  of  the  boys,  wandered  down  to  the  orchard  after  the  mid-day  meal, 
while  the  older  folk  visited.  The  boys  got  into  a  battle,  using  ripe 
peaches  for  ammunition.  The  game  became  fast  and  furious  and  the 
battlefield  was  moved  from  the  orchard  to  the  barn  lots.  The  noise 
became  too  loud  for  either  adult  visiting  or  for  Sunday  frolic.  Dad 
said  that  Uncle  George  was  sent  to  restore  order.  Just  as  he  appeared 
around  the  corner,  Dad  let  fly  a  good  soft  peach  grenade,  thinking  it 
was  Cousin  Hamp.  The  peach  took  fair  target  into  Uncle  George’s 
face.  .  .  Needless  to  say  both  friend  and  foe  scattered  and  Sunday  quiet 
reigned  again. 
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A  TRIBUTE  TO  GREAT  GRANDMA— ANNA  EDDY  HAWKINS 


I  remember  “Great  Grandma”  as  we  called  her  very  well,  though 
I  was  only  nine  years  old  when  she  died.  I  remember  that  her  visits 
with  us  were  something  outstanding.  It  was  remarkable  that  she  kept 
up  this  visiting  with  her  children  and  grandchildren  until  the  very 
last  of  her  95  years.  Though  I  can  recall  very  few  “incidents,”  I  think 
my  feelings,  as  a  child,  may  be  a  very  good  index  to  her  character. 

If  those  feelings  of  her  “presence”  and  personality  can  be  expressed 
in  words,  I  would  now  say  that  as  I  listened  to  the  conversations  of 
adults  in  their  visits  to  Great  Grandma,  one  sensed  an  atmosphere 
of  complete  veneration  with  all  of  its  deep  respect,  reverence  and  love. 
These  visits  to  Great  Grandma  were  not  prompted  through  deference 
and  respect  for  age.  These  folks  really  enjoyed  her.  They  evidently 
regarded  her  as  very  interesting  and  capable.  She  must  have  had  a 
keen  sense  of  humor  for  I  remember  her  remarks  brought  many  very 
hearty  laughs  ever  so  often.  And  who  were  these  visitors?  Most  of 
them  were  grandchildren  with  children  of  their  own,  two  and  three 
generations  removed  from  her  own. 

In  July  1895,  Great  Grandma  came  to  make  her  usual  summer  visit 
with  us.  We  were  living  in  Midlothian  at  the  time.  My  father,  M.  E. 
Hawkins,  was  pastor  of  the  Methodist  Church,  so  we  were  living  in  the 
parsonage.  There  came  a  day  when  Great  Grandma  seemed  unusually 
tired.  She  rested  several  times  and  asked  to  be  put  to  bed  earlier  than 
she  was  in  the  habit  of  going.  Her  heavy  sleeping  made  Papa  uneasy 
but  she  would  answer  him  when  he  spoke  to  her.  Early  in  the  morning 
she  dropped  off  into  a  deep  sleep  from  which  she  never  awakened.  I 
heard  them  say  “Grandma  died  like  she  always  hoped  she  could,  “Just 
go  to  sleep  and  wake  up  in  Heaven.” 

Many  of  the  folks  came  in.  In  time  the  beautiful  black  hearse  came 
from  Waxahachie  with  its  sides  of  glass,  heavy  fringe  around  the  top, 
and  grey  or  white  horses  with  their  elaborate  harness  and  fancy  bridles 
with  long  tassels  on  the  sides.  I  had  the  feeling  that  all  this  was 
something  special  for  Great  Grandma. 

As  I  look  back  on  these  experiences  and  remember  the  interest  and 
concern  of  so  many  relatives  and  friends  from  all  around,  Great  Grandma 
must  have  been  a  woman  of  a  distinct  personality  with  a  very  strong 
character;  a  person  of  high  ideals  who  commanded  the  great  esteem 
and  sincere  deference  that  so  many  of  her  descendants  have  held  for  her. 
Who  can  estimate  or  measure  the  extent  of  influence  of  her  95  years, 
that  is  living  with  us  yet. 

I  write  this  tribute  to  Great  Grandma  with  gratitude  for  the 
privilege  of  having  known  her  and  because  “I  was  there,”  July  20, 
1895 — GO  years  ago.

Great  Grandma  was  quite  a  character,  quick  tempered,  impulsive, 
and  of  much  interest  to  us  children.  Once  when  she  was  with  Aunt 
Emmie  Arrjpld,  she  was  sitting  in  her  chair  rocking  and  humming  that 
little  “phru,  phru”  song  of  her’s  when  Lucile  slipped  up  beside  her  and 
bit  her  little  “odd”  finger.  Quick  as  a  wink  Grandma  slapped  her  and 
Lucile  screamed.  Immediately  Grandma  got  up  and  hobbled  into  the 
kitchen  and  said,  “I  didn’t  mean  to  do  it.  I’m  sorry,  I’m  sorry!”  “Sorry 
for  what?”  asked  Aunt  Em.  “Lucile  bit  my  little  finger  and  I  slapped 
her.”  “You  should  have  slapped  her  twice,”  replied  Aunt  Em.”

Cousin  Annie  Lowe  sent  in  the  next  three  stories. 

Grandma  was  a  woman  endowed  with  a  strong  mentality.  She 
visited  us  twice  a  year.  We  always  looked  forward  to  her  coming  with 
great  expectations.  She  told  many  things  that  were  interesting  to  us 
children.  One  time  she  told  us  how  she  outwitted  Grandfather  when 
they  were  packing  to  come  to  Texas.  She  had  wanted  to  bring  some 
books,  but  he  said  they  could  not  haul  books  all  that  distance.  As  she 
packed  some  feather  beds  in  a  box  marked  “not  to  be  opened  until 
destination  reached,”  she  managed  to  pack  in  two  shelves  of  books  that 
she  would  need  for  teaching  the  children  until  they  had  a  school,  two 
volumes  of  Law  for  Uncle  Em  who  was  studying  law  at  the  time,  and  a 
few  books  for  enjoyment.  Imagine  Grandfather’s  surprise  when  he 
unpacked  those  books. 

Another  incident  she  told  of:  Grandfather  was  buying  several  pieces 
of  dress  materials  from  a  peddler  for  Aunt  Lissie,  a  young  lady  of 
eighteen  years  who  was  his  pride  and  joy.  Grandma  told  him  he  was 
buying  too  many,  but  he  paid  no  heed.  When  the  peddler  started  to 
pack  his  grip  she  asked  him  to  wait.  Then  she  selected  and  bought 
exactly  the  same  amount  in  dollars  and  cents  for  Uncle  “Cell,”  Aunt 
Lissie’s  twin. 

When  one  of  her  “rules”  boomeranged  she  laughed  as  heartily 
as  anyone. 

She  had  told  her  boys  when  any  one  of  them  had  a  fight  at  school 
she  would  punish  them  when  they  came  home.  One  afternoon  one  of 
the  children  told  her  Franklin  had  had  a  fight.  She  called  him  to  her 
and  said,  “You  know  what  I  said  I’d  do  if  you  had  a  fight.”  He  answered, 
“Yes,  but  what  would  you  do  if  someone  rubbed  his  fist  under  your 
nose?”  Quick  as  a  flash  she  said,  “I’d  knock  him  down.”  Franklin 
replied,  “That’s  what  I  did.”  They  both  laughed  and  the  lesson  was 
over  for  that  day.

The  following  story  by  Ada  M.  Park — another  justifiable  reason 
for  a  fight: 

This  time  Franklin  had  been  coming  home  for  two  or  three  after¬ 
noons  complaining  about  a  boy  who  kept  picking  on  him.  Grandma 
had  had  all  of  it  she  wanted,  so  as  he  left  for  school  the  next  morning 
she  told  him  to  take  the  boy  who  was  picking  on  him  on  for  a  fight, 
and  if  he  did  not  give  him  a  good  “licking”  he  would  get  one  he’d 
never  forget  when  he  got  home.

In  spite  of  limited  space,  a  complete  set  of  Clark’s  Commentary  on 
the  Bible  was  brought  to  Texas  by  the  Hawkins  family  from  Indiana. 
This  fact  is  a  key  to  their  characters,  denoting  a  love  of  knowledge, 
especially  based  on  Christianity.  These  Commentaries  were  later  given 
to  Morton  Eddy  Hawkins  for  three  reasons,  according  to  his  Grand¬ 
mother,  Anna  Eddy  Hawkins:  he  was  a  preacher,  grandson,  and  the  only 
one  to  be  christened  with  the  Eddy  name.  His  daughter,  Mrs.  Ada 
Hawkins  Park,  now  has  some  of  these  books  in  her  possession. 


The  Living  Direct  Descendants  of  Those

Cousin  Lucretia  Works,  daughter  of  Uncle  Marcellus  Hawkins,  had 
lived  a  long,  full  life.  A  daughter  says  of  her,  “I  think  she  was  a  most 
unusual  woman.  She  was  a  noble  Christian  person  with  great  under¬ 
standing  of  the  needs  of  others  and  gave  unselfish  devotion  to  those 
needs.  I  feel  fortunate  beyond  measure  in  having  her  as  my  mother.” 
She  was  a  member  of  the  Munger  Place  Methodist  Church  in  Dallas  for 
more  than  50  years.  She  had  six  children,  eight  grandchildren  and  14 
great-grandchildren.  She  was  almost  96  years  old  at  her  death.  Cousin 
Lucretia  was  living  at  the  time  we  began  this  history  but  has  since 
passed  on  to  her  reward. 

Cousin  Annie  House,  daughter  of  Aunt  Elizabeth  (Hawkins)  Lowe 
(called  Aunt  Libb),  the  only  surviving  member  of  her  family  lives  in 
Arlington  in  the  Eastern  Star  Home.  Although  she  celebrated  her  90th 
birthday  recently,  she  was  very  active  until  she  broke  a  hip.  Se  would 
catch  a  bus  and  go  to  church  or  to  her  club.  Now  she  can  only  go  places 
when  friends  come  for  her.  Very  recently  she  had  the  pleasure  of 
entertaining  a  group  on  the  lawn  of  the  home. 

On  being  asked  for  something  of  interest  in  their  lives,  Cousin 
Pearl  Freeman  and  Gussie  Santerre,  daughters  of  Uncle  William  Alden 
Hawkins,  replied,  ‘‘As  for  anything  outstanding,  we  are  afraid  you  are 
due  a  disappointment.  We  are  both  members  of  the  Tyler  Street  Meth¬ 
odist  Church  in  Dallas  and  have  raised  our  children  in  a  Christian 
atmosphere.  We  are  very  well  pleased  with  the  results  of  our  labors. 
When  we  get  together  and  talk  of  our  families,  there  might  be  a  little 
bragging — but  nothing  to  be  recorded.  The  main  thing  for  all  of  us  is 
to  keep  that  good  old  Hawkins  love  of  ‘togetherness.’”  What  more  could 
be  said  and  why  not  brag  just  a  little,  for  of  such  is  the  salt  of  the 
earth.  We  would  have  no  cause  to  fear  Communism  if  all  of  America’s 
mothers  could  sincerely  say  as  these  two— raised  our  children  in  a 
Christian  atmosphere  and  they  are  leading  useful  lives. 
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Cousin  Nettie  Whiteaker,  daughter  of  Uncle  George  Washington 
Hawkins,  in  her  86th  year,  is  enjoying  good  health.  She  lives  in  Abilene 
with  her  younger  daughter,  Novis,  who  teaches  in  the  Abilene  schools. 
She  looks  back  over  the  years  of  life  with  much  to  be  thankful  for  and 
with  few  regrets.  She  is  the  only  living  charter  member  of  the  church 
er  father  helped  to  organize  71  years  ago  in  the  old  Dora  community  in 
Nolan  County,  Texas.  She  has  tried  to  instill  in  the  minds  of  her 
children  the  motto  she  has  lived  by:  “If  you  can’t  speak  well  of  a 
person,  don’t  speak.”  With  her,  the  evening-time  is  rich  and  full. 

Cousin  John  Hawkins,  son  of  Uncle  George  Washington  Hawkins, 
began  his  active  life  as  a  minister  of  the  gospel  when  he  was  assigned 
to  the  Burleson-Everman  Charge  of  the  Methodist  Church  in  1909.  In 
his  78th  year,  he  is  enjoying  fair  health  and  living  happily  with  his  wife 
in  theii  beautiful  home  in  Westbrook,  Texas.  He  has  been  giving 
his  time  and  energy  to  supervising  and  collecting  and  the  compiling  of 
this  family  history.  He  looks  back  over  the  years  of  his  ministry  as 
being  enjoyable  and  resultful.  When  the  final  summons  comes,  it  most 
surely  will  be  in  clear  and  musical  tones,  “Enter  thou  into  the  joys  of 
thy  Lord.” 

Cousin  George  Hawkins,  son  of  Uncle  George  Washington  Hawkins, 
and  the  youngest  of  the  group  of  seven  living  grandchildren  of  the 
family  leaving  Indiana  in  1881  to  settle  in  Texas,  has  had  an  interesting 
and  varied  life.  After  having  attended  Polytechnic  College,  he  was  a 
farmer  in  Nolan  County  for  several  years.  He  then  entered  other  fields 
of  service.  He  has  just  now,  in  his  76th  year,  retired  from  active  work 
and  is  living  a  happy  and  useful  life  with  his  wife  in  their  comfortable 
home  in  Portales,  New  Mexico. 


OUR  IN-LAWS 


A  Tribute  by  John  W.  Hawkins 


Have  our  Hawkins  forefathers  and  we  ourselves  reached  our  life 
stations  by  our  efforts  alone?  Indeed  we  have  not.  We  have  had  help- 
only  God  knows  how  much— from  those  adorable,  loving  in-laws,  jokingly 
called  out-laws.”

History  of  the  Hawkins  Family  Reunions

The  Hawkins  clan  has  always  been  a  loyal  and  devoted  one,  so 
we  feel  reasonably  sure  there  were  many  family  gatherings  unrecorded. 
The  first  one  that  we  know  about  was  held  in  Midlothian,  Texas,  in 
1888.  Some  of  the  third  generation  cousins  now  living  vividly  remember 
attending  it,  even  though  they  were  quite  young  at  the  time. 

However,  it  was  not  until  the  reunion  in  1933  that  we  gave  our 
group  a  name  and  decided  on  a  regular  meeting  itme.  The  name  selected 
was  “The  Anna  Eddy  Hawkins  Association.”  As  her  birthday  was  on 
September  24th,  the  Sunday  nearest  to  that  date  was  chosen  for  our 
family  yearly  get-together.  It,  too,  was  decided  to  honor,  each  year, 
the  oldest  living  relative  attending  the  reunion. 

Our  reunions  have  been  held  at  Kiest  Park  in  Dallas;  Getzendaner 
Park  in  Waxahachie,  and  in  Midlothian. 

We  always  had  a  short  devotion  and  prayer  of  thanksgiving  followed 
by  a  sing-song.  Often  short  talks  of  especial  interest  were  made  relating 
to  the  activities  of  our  relatives  and  including  historical  events,  etc. 

Our  state  centennial  year  reunion  in  1936  was  a  very  special  one. 
W.  H.  Hawkins  prepared  a  splendid  booklet  bringing  us  up  to  date  on 
the  nine  families  of  Great  Grandma  Hawkins  and  Great  Grandpa 
Hawkins.  A  group  picture  was  taken  of  the  150  persons  attending  the 
gathering  that  year  and  in  the  center  of  it  on  the  front  row  was  the  only 
living  member  of  the  covered  wagon  caravan  of  1848.  So,  therefore,  she 
was  the  honoree  for  many  years  and  was  a  much  loved  person.  We 
knew  her  as  “Cousin  Annie”  (Annie  Hinckley  Newton)  the  daughter  of 
M  elissa  Hawkins  Hinckley  and  granddaughter  of  Anna  Eddy  and 
William  Alden  Hawkins. 

All  of  our  reunions  have  been  well  attended,  most  interesting  and 
pleasant  occasions.  Each  year  brought  several  new  relatives  from  various 
states  to  participate  in  the  festivities  and  to  enjoy  the  bountiful  spread 
at  noon  and  to  listen  to  the  many  “do  you  remember”  heard  all  day. 

When  going  home  time  arrived  everyone  stood  and  joined  hands  and 
sang  “God  be  with  you  till  we  meet  again.”

ECHOES  FROM  THE  REUNION  OF  1960

On  October  16,  1960,  my  husband  and  I  went  to  Dallas  to  spend 
the  night  with  our  son  and  family  in  order  that  we  might  all  go  together 
to  the  first  Hawkins  Reunion  since  1940.

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Hawkins  descendants  we  found!  One  look  around  told  us  were  were 
with  our  family.  We  spotted  Uncle  John  immediately  but  he  was  so 
busy  seeing  that  everyone  had  plenty  to  eat  (and  this  we  did,  and  to 
spare)  that  we  barely  received  a  nod.  So  we  decided  to  meet  the  group 
on  our  own. 

What  fun  we  all  had  meeting  Aunt  Grace,  Cousin  Elizabeth,  Cousin 
Thelma,  Cousin  Gertrude,  Cousin  Jack,  or  was  it  Uncle,  who  was  the 
daughter  or  son  of  so  and  so;  Jack’s  son,  who  lives  in  Dallas;  Uncle 
George  and  wife  from  New  Mexico  (the  ones  who  had  come  the  farthest), 
Aunt  Alberta,  Uncle  John’s  wife,  and  on  and  on  it  went!  By  the  time 
we  had  met  eighty  persons  we  didn’t  remember  whether  they  were 
uncles,  cousins,  friends  or  foes,  but  we  didn’t  care.  We  realized  we  had 
a  truly  great  family  background  and  we  were  proud  to  be  a  member  of 
this  clan. 

I  remember  one  who  was  not  a  kinsman,  Rev.  Jim  Mann,  whom  I 
had  met  years  before  as  a  friend  of  Uncle  John.  He  was  a  special  guest, 
and  gave  the  invocation  for  our  picnic  meal.  He  had  this  to  say,  “I 
appreciated  the  day  thoroughly.  I  appreciated  the  fine  type  of  folk 
and  the  thorough  friendliness  to  an  outsider.  I  noted  and  appreciated 
the  fine  spirit  of  the  younger  ones,  the  ease,  the  at-homeness  in  the 
group  of  old-timers.  I  had  a  fine  day.”  And  from  Thelma  Dees  King, 
“All  of  our  bunch  enjoyed  the  reunion  very  much.  I  would  like  to  get 
better  acquainted  with  all  the  kinfolk.”  From  Jack  Hawkins,  (the  one 
who  lives  in  Dallas)  “I  like  this  getting  together.  I  hope  this  can  happen 
again.”  From  Dr.  Culbertson  of  Dallas,  “I  was  so  happy  to  see  again 
those  of  the  family  whom  I  knew  and  so  many  of  those  I  did  not  know. 
I  hope  I  have  this  opportunity  again.”  And  on  the  echoes  went! 

All  present  became  interested  in  a  Family  History  immediately. 
They  were  already  indebted  to  Uncle  John  Hawkins  and  others  for  this 
reunion  and  wanted  them  to  supervise  and  guide  the  History,  with  a 
staff  to  help.  Their  readiness  to  buy  the  book  shows  how  proud  each 
one  was  to  be  a  descendant  of  the  Hawkins  family,  or  even  an  in-law 
to  the  family.  We  were  little  aware  of  our  early  ancestry.  We  all  are 
glad  to  have  a  book  of  which  we  may  be  proud  to  pass  on  to  coming 
generations. 

All  of  our  bunch  enjoyed  the  reunion  very  much — would  like  to 
get  better  acquainted  with  the  kinfolks.  Certainly  enjoyed  the  Reunion, 
and  want  to  thank  you  for  the  great  part  you  had  in  making  it  such  a 
success.  Hope  next  year  we  can  have  more  present,  and  I  believe  we  will. 

The  end  of  the  meeting  came.  Each  one  of  us  gave  thanks  for  the  rich 
heritage  handed  down  by  those  early  settlers,  whose  memory  we 
honored;  and  to  ask  God  for  grace  to  live  worthily  in  our  day  that 
none  of  us  would  ever  put  a  blight  on  a  noble  background  of  the 
Hawkins  name.

STORIES  AND  ANECDOTES  OF  UNCLE  SELL  HAWKINS 

Besides  his  civic  duties  as  Justice  of  the  Peace  in  1862,  and  a  later 
appointment  as  postmaster  at  Midlothian,  Uncle  Sell  had  a  veiy  active 
and  influential  part  in  the  entire  religious  life  of  the  community.  In 
early  annals,  his  place  of  residence  south  of  Midlothian  was  referred  to 
as  Lebanon  because  of  a  church  of  that  name  in  the  pastuie  across  the 
road  from  his  home.  Services  were  held  here  when  a  preacher  could 
be  found  and  the  people  came  from  as  far  away  as  Mt.  Peak  and  inter¬ 
vening  places,  and  at  the  end  of  the  service,  all  were  invited  across  the 
road  for  dinner  at  Uncle  Sell’s,  sometimes  as  many  as  fifty  guests. 

His  family  had  daily  prayer  and  Bible  study.  George  Mulkey  relates 
this  incident  that  occurred  once  when  he  was  their  guest:  “All  were  on 
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their  knees  while  Uncle  Sell  prayed,  but  one  of  the  very  mischievous 
boys  created  a  disturbance,  and  Uncle  Sell  told  the  supplicants  to  remain 
on  their  knees,  he  would  be  right  back  as  soon  as  he  attended  to  that 
boy.”  Two  of  his  sons  became  ministers,  M.  E.  and  D.  W.  Hawkins. 


Terence  Stanberry  tells  this  story  of  the  night  his  grandfather,  Uncle 
Sell,  died.  After  supper,  his  parents  left  him  alone  that  they’  might 
attend  his  mortally  ill  Grandfather  across  the  pasture.  Much  later,  in 
the  stillness  of  the  country  night,  ten-year-old  Terence  heard  the  urgent 
clattei  of  hoises  hooves  on  the  rocky  lane  and  a  loud  voice  crying, 
Uncle  Sell  Hawkins  is  dead,  Uncle  Sell  Hawkins  is’dead.”  In  frightened 
alarm,  Terence  sprinted  across  the  pasture,  bursting  into  the  room  where 
her  Grandfather  lay.  Some  were  weeping,  others  were  kneeling  in 
piayei,  and  on  the  bed  lay  his  beautiful  Grandfather  with  his  long, 


white  beard  in  the  majestic  stillness  and  peace  of  death- 
good  man  had  passed  to  his  reward.

We  set,  and  announced  the  deadline  for  receiving  information  on 
names  and  dates  of  births  or  marriages  or  death  as  of  May  1,  1961.  We 
offered  a  prize  of  an  autographed  copy  of  the  Family  History  to  the 
little  man  or  lady  who  came  the  nearest  before  this  date  of  May  1st. 
Three  or  four  came  along  in  May,  but  one  little  Miss  outwitted  them  all. 
She  was  not  expected  until  about  May  10,  but,  seemingly,  she  got  on 
to  this  offer,  and  made  her  appearance  on  April  27.  Thus  she  cap¬ 
tured  the  prize.  She  is  little  Miss  Dianne  Elizabeth  Culbertson  Her 
present  address  (July  4,  1961)  is  3405  Colgate,  Dallas,  Texas,  care  of 
“Mother  Beth.”  She  is  the  daughter  of  Dr.  and  Mrs.  M.  C.  Culbertson, 
Ji.,  the  son  of  Mrs.  May  (Beall)  Culbertson  and  her  husband,  Judge 
M.  C.  Culbertson;  the  daughter  of  Mrs.  Henrietta  (Hawkins)  Beall  and 
her  husband  William  Malcolm  Beall;  the  daughter  of  George  W.  Hawkins 

and  his  wife,  Mary  Elizabeth;  the  son  of  William  Alden  and  Anna  Eddy 
Hawkins. 


We  aie  happy  to  have  the  names  of  each  of  these  grand-babies  in  our 
Family  History.  So  sorry  if  the  parents,  or  any  of  the  staff  by  mishap, 
caused  the  name  of  even  one  to  be  left  out. 

What  a  privilege  it  is  to  be  the  Fathers  and  Mothers  of  these 
children!  Yes;  and  what  a  responsibility  for  training  these  for  the 
highest  and  noblest  Christian  life  they  might  reach! 
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A  Key  to  Understanding  the  "Descendants 

Sheets"

I  am  sure  this  will  look  confusing  to  all  at  first  glance.  I  would  have 
been  so  glad  to  make  it  simpler,  if  possible.  I  studied  a  number  of  forms 
and  plans  and  this  seemed  to  me  to  be  the  most  complete  and  the  easiest 
to  understand  of  any.  I  found  one  or  two  that  for  just  a  “family  sheet” 
might  have  had  advantages  over  this.  But  we  had  to  cover  several  hun¬ 
dred  in  all  our  “sheets”. 

So  I  hope  you  will  be  glad  to  study  this  with  me  for  a  few  minutes, 
then  I  think  you  will  agree  with  me  that  the  plan  is  complete  and  not 
too  difficult  to  understand.  First,  bear  in  mind  that  this  is  to  show  the 
descendants  of  nine  families  and  so  must  be  uniform,  and  must  be 
comprehensive. 

But  each  family  is  shown  as  a  unit.  We  began  with  Uncle  Marcellus, 
the  oldest  of  the  nine  children  who  came  to  Texas  with  their  parents  in 
1848,  and  it  ends  with  Uncle  George,  the  youngest.  When  you  get  this 
system  in  mind  for  one,  you  have  it  for  all.  So  we  will  study  Uncle 
“Sell’s”  Descendant  Sheet.  Bear  in  mind  it  is  his  descendants.  You  will 
notice  that  we  begin  with  No.  *1-1,  the  first  generation  and  the  first 
child  of  Uncle  Sell  (See  listing).  You  will  note  the  first  name  *  1-1.  The 
asterisk  preceeding  the  number  shows  this  party  has  deceased.  The 
The  number  shows  the  first  generation  and  the  first  child  in  that  gene¬ 
ration.  Then  follows  date  of  birth,  death  and  marriage,  and  to  whom 
married.  They  had  no  children  so  that  ends.  The  next  of  Uncle  Sell’s 
children,  William,  is  No.  *  1-2.  His  first  child  is  in  the  2nd  generation 
and  so  is  No.  *  2-1.  She  was  married,  you  notice,  but  no  children.  Next 
of  the  2nd  generation  is  No.  *  2-2,  Tolbert  Hawkins.  His  first  child  is 
in  the  3rd  generation,  of  course,  and  is  No.  3-1,  Eloise  Hawkins,  who 
married  a  Day.  Their  1st  child  is  the  1st  of  the  4th  generation  and  is  No. 
4-1.  Now  we  complete  Cousin  Will’s  descendants  with  the  last  of  his 
grandchildren,  No.  3-4.  Now  we  begin  with  the  3rd  of  Uncle  Sell’s  chil¬ 
dren,  No.  1-3,  Lottie  Hawkins.  Her  children  and  all  the  Grandies  are  then 
shown,  before  coming  to  No.  *  1-4.  Remember  that  each  descendant 
from  Uncle  Sell  shows  by  number. 

Each  Descendant  Sheet  follows  this  pattern.  Study  it  until  you 
grasp  it.  Then  the  summary  at  the  close  is  interesting  and  easy  to 
understand. 
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AN  INADEQUATE  SUMMATION  OF  THE  AVOCATIONS  AND 
SPHERES  OF  INFLUENCE  OF  M.  T.  HAWKINS  AND  FAMILY

It  will  be  frustrating  and  perhaps  disappointing  to  attempt  to  give 

in  my  alloted  space  a  true  picture  of  this  family,  but  all  other  families 
will  have  the  same  handicap. 

Since  all  of  the  nine  children  of  my  grandfather  are  gone  I  could 
get  no  first  hand  information  of  their  habits  and  lives,  but  I  was  for¬ 
tunate  in  finding  here  in  Midlothian  two  persons  whose  lives  were  deeply 
affected  and  influenced  by  Marcellus  Tolbert  Hawkins  (known  affect¬ 
ionately  in  the  community  as  Uncle  Sell)  although  at  different  times 
and  in  different  ways: 


In  1879  a  five-year-old  girl,  Addie  Smith  (Mrs.  Ed  Cooper)  moved 
to  Midlothian  and  began  attending  Sunday  School  at  the  old  log  Lebanon 
Church  and  was  assigned  to  a  class  of  boys  and  girls  being  taught  by 
Uncle  Sell.  She  remembers  well  that  he  was  not  only  a  well  read  and 
wise  teacher,  but  was  a  kind,  good-natured  friend  who  became  their 
model  in  Christian  living  and  was  deeply  loved  by  the  class  and  never 
foi gotten.  She  related  this  anecdote  on  the  lighter  side  although  she 
was  hazy  on  some  of  the  details.  During  these  years  there  was  a  wagon 
freight  service  to  Dallas  and  the  driver  was  the  butt  of  many  pranks 
devised  by  the  teen-agers  and  one  time,  unfortunately,  Will  Hawkins 
older  son  of  Uncle  Sell  was  caught  in  the  act.  The  driver  asked  him 
who  his  father  was,  to  which  Will  replied,  “Uncle  Sell  Hawkins  ”  the 

man  answered,  “No,  no,  that  just  couldn’t  be,  Uncle  Sell  wouldn’t’  have 
a  son  like  that.” 

Several  years  later,  in  the  early  1890’s,  Jake  Sewell,  now  eighty- 
three,  and  in  his  teens,  about  thirteen,  was  given  a  job  at  Uncle  Sell’s 
as  a  farm  hand.  He  was  given  a  shed  room  in  the  second  log  house  of 
my  grandfather  and  shared  the  whole  of  the  family  life,  work,  social 
and  daily  devotions  —  one  thing  that  impressed  him  as ’a  young  boy 
was  the  tenderness  and  courtesy  evinced  by  Uncle  Sell  when  his 
mother,  Anna  Eddy  Hawkins  was  visiting  him.  He  escorted  her  very 
carefully  to  and  from  the  table  for  each  of  their  three  daily  meals,  and 
always  prayers  after  supper  when  not  only  the  family  but  the  hired’  men 
were  expected  to  take  part.  Jake  gives  this  ancedote  which  reveals 
the  nature  and  innate  refinement  of  Uncle  Sell  as  well  as  his  aversion 
for  any  deviation  from  his  ideas  of  what  was  right  and  proper  At  this 
time  Henry  Stanberry  with  his  wife,  Linnie,  and  baby  son  Terence 
were  living  with  Linnie’s  parents  while  their  house  was  being  built 
nearby.  Henry  decided  to  liven  things  up  by  assuring  Dee  Boyd,  a  hired 
hand  lately  come  from  Tennessee  with  his  banjo  in  hand,  that  the  family 
wanted  to  hear  him  play  and  sing  “Rattler  Treed  a  Coon”  some  evening 
alter  supper.  Eager  beaver  Boyd  lost  no  time  in  bringing  his  beloved 

ua,?Ji°,!n’  Und  at  a  sign  from  Hem'y  he  ^gan  playing  and  singing  the 
hill-billy  song.  Shortly  Uncle  Bell  appeared  and  declared  in  unmis¬ 
takable  tones,  “Dee,  Dee,  if  that  is  the  best  you  can  do,  you  can  leave 
but  not  be  tore  we  have  our  prayers.”  Jake  tells  that  during  all  his 
teen-age  years,  when  their  family-owned  cotton  gin  was  idle,'  most  of 
his  odd  jobs  were  with  one  or  another  of  the  Hawkins  boys  Will 
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Frank,  and  Hal  on  their  different  farms.  They  were  enterprising,  honest 
and  good  to  work  for,  and  their  conduct  deeply  influenced  his  life. 

Ada,  Amanda  and  Frankie,  the  older  among  the  living  grandchil¬ 
dren  of  Uncle  Sell  remember  with  nostalgia  the  many  Christmases  spent 
at  their  grandfather’s  house,  when  as  many  as  could,  brought  their  beds 
and  spent  Christmas  Eve  and  Christmas  Day,  with  the  huge  tree  from 
te  floor  to  the  ceiling  creating  excitement  almost  too  much  for  the 
many  young  cousins. 

From  the  many  tales  I  have  heard  my  Uncle  Will  tell  of  his  early 
childhood  and  teen-age  years,  I  learned  they  were  an  irrepressibly  fun- 
loving  group  of  brothers,  and  their  main  theme  was  to  gang  up  on  one 
brother  so  that  he  would  get  the  inevitable  thrashing.  Grandfather  being 
wise  to  their  ways  thrashed  ail  of  them.  In  spite  of  all  this  they  were 
carefully  controlled  by  their  stern  but  devout  father  and  their  meticulous, 
devoted  mother  came  in  for  her  share  in  shaping  their  lives  and  charac¬ 
ters.  From  her  they  learned  to  love  personal  cleanliness.  The  theme  of 
their  training  was  based  on  honesty,  integrity  of  conduct  and  religion. 

Will,  the  eldest  son,  was  primarily  a  cattleman  whose  very  nature 
was  suited  to  every  exciting  facet  of  that  avocation.  He  was  noted  for 
his  enterprise  and  his  habit  of  enthusiasm  for  all  his  projects,  always  a 
busy  man  from  morning  until  night,  he  nevertheless  found  time  for  daily 
family  devotion. 

Frank,  second  son,  was  a  successful  farmer  who  took  great  pride 
in  keeping  his  land  in  fine  order,  but  he  was  not  too  busy  to  neglect 
his  church  responsibilities  nor  any  civic  obligation.  He  was  also  keenly 
aware  of  the  needy  and  did  not  fail  to  help  them. 

Mort,  third  son,  became  a  minister  and  after  a  few  years  of 
“local”  preaching,  joined  the  Northwest  Texas  Conference  of  the  Metho¬ 
dist  Church.  He  was  beloved  and  enjoyed  by  most  of  his  churches  for 
he  stayed  the  four-year  time  limit  allowed  by  the  conference  at  eight 
of  his  eleven  appointments  covering  a  span  of  thirty-nine  years.  He  was 
noted  for  the  fact  that  he  never  kept  his  congregations  after  twelve 
o’clock.  Along  this  line,  John  Hawkins,  then  a  young  man  studying  for 
the  ministry,  was  visiting  Mort  at  Mansfield  and  on  the  way  to  his 
appointment  he  gave  John  this  advice,  “John,  when  you  get  up  to  preach 
have  something  to  say,  and  if  you  can  say  it  in  twenty  minutes,  say 
it  and  let  the  people  go.” 

John  Em,  fourth  son,  followed  his  brother  Will  in  selecting  the 
cattle  business  but  went  to  West  Texas  to  center  his  activities  when 
that  country  was  not  far  beyond  the  open  range  era.  He,  too,  like  Will, 
loved  the  adventure  inherent  in  that  way  of  life,  and  as  a  guest  in  his 
home  I  remember  his  heartiness  and  zest  for  life. 

Webb,  fifth  son,  chose  teaching  after  obtaining  his  degree  from  the 
University  of  Texas  and  his  home  town  of  Midlothian  was  one  of  his 
first  locations.  Later  he  couldn’t  resist  the  call  of  the  West  and  joined 
his  brother  Hal  in  farming  ana  ranching  at  Hereford.  However  he  fin¬ 
ally  succumbed  to  a  call  to  the  ministry  and  joined  the  Methodist  Con¬ 
ference  of  that  area  where  he  served  several  of  the  larger  county  seat 
towns  before  his  health  began  to  fail. 

Hal,  sixth  and  youngst  child,  spent  the  early  years  of  his  manhood 
on  the  ancestral  farm  near  Midlothian.  Later  he  moved  to  Hereford  to 
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engage  in  farming  and  ranching.  Because  of  his  radiant  good-nature  his 
friends  began  calling  him  Happy  Hawkins. 

Of  the  three  daughters,  Mary  Annie,  Linnie  and  Lucretia,  very  little 
is  known  of  Mary  Annie,  the  oldest  child  in  the  family,  who  died  in 
her  early  twenties,  shortly  after  her  marriage  to  Gideon  Lowe.  Linnie 
aving  lived  a  long  and  useful  life,  left  the  imprint  of  her  forceful 
and  uptight  character  on  all  who  knew  her.  Her  rigid  refusal  to  indulge 
in  small  talk  or  malicious  gossip  discouraged  any  who  were  so  minded- 
neither  would  she  permit  to  go  unchallenged,  hasty  or  snap  judgments 
against  anyone  s  character.  Lucretia  had  a  yearning  for  an  educa¬ 
tion  consequently  was  permitted  to  attend  the  University  of  Texas  at  a 
time  when  it  was  thought  women  did  not  need  higher  learning.  How¬ 
ever  marriage  interfered  with  its  completion  but  having  a  seeking  mind 
she  never  lost  her  interest  in  study  and  good  reading,  and  was  a  person 
of  great  dignity  and  quiet  manners. 

The  over-all  picture  of  their  lives  and  conduct  reveals  the  integrity 
of  the  environment  provided  them  by  their  devout,  honest,  fearless 
pioneer  foreparents,  and  these  things  they  have  passed  on  down  to 
their  children  with  equal  devotion  and  pray  God  that  we  may  not 
bieak  the  chain  of  this  tradition.  We  are  grateful  for  them  and  thank 
God  for  their  strength  of  character  and  unswerving  purpose.

When  William  and  Anna  Eddy 
Hawkins  left  Indiana  to  make 
their  home  in  Texas  there  were 
eight  children  and  one  small 
grandbaby  in  the  family.  This 
baby,  a  girl,  was  Annie  Hinckley, 
daughter  of  Melissa  Hawkins 
Hinckley,  and  H.  F.  Hinckley. 
This  youngest  member  of  the 
wagon  caravan  was  almost  liter¬ 
ally  carried  to  Texas  by  her 
adoring  young  uncles,  as  they 
walked  beside  the  wagons.  When 

land  they  were 
Annie  and  her  par- 
lived  all  of  her  life,  of 


the  family  finally  arrived,’ ready  to  settle  on  the  Texas 
homesteading,  they  cut  logs  and  built  three  houses, 
ents  occupied  the  first  finished  cabin  and  Annie 
92  years,  in  or  near  Midlothian. 


Annie  Hinckley  received  her  education  in  the  Midlothian  commu¬ 
nity,  joined  the  Methodist  church  when  a  girl  and  in  1867  married 
James  Newton,  a  member  of  another  pioneer  family,  whose  history  is 
closely  associated  with  the  Hawkins  family  and  with  Ellis  County,  Texas. 
Mrs.  Newton  was  the  mother  of  eight  children.  Her  husband  died  some 
forty  years  before  she  did.  She  spent  her  long  life  in  useful  ways,  always 
showed  that  wonderful  pioneer  spirit.  She  enjoyed  good  health,  knew  joy 
and  sorrow  but  always  had  a  smile  and  a  helping  hand  for  those  about 
her.  Friends  and  relatives,  especially  her  many  grandchildren  and  great¬ 
grandchildren  loved  to  sit  for-  hours  around  her  and  hear  her  tell  of  the 
early  days  in  Texas.  She  could  relate  most  interesting  stories  of  the 
period  of  many  inventions  and  changes.  One  favorite  story  was  of  a 
trip  made  to  Houston  to  secure  flour  and  sugar  for  a  wedding  cake  and 
how  it  took  several  weeks  to  make  the  trip  on  horseback. 


Annie  Hinckley  Newton  was  loved  by  all  who  knew  her,  several 
Hawkins  family  reunions  named  her  honor  guest  and  all  grieved  at  the 
loss  of  the  last  of  the  happy,  courageous  family  that  made  the  famed 
trek  to  Texas  so  long  before.  She  died  in  Ennis,  Texas,  where  she  had 
made  her  home  with  a  daughter  and  son-in-law,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  J.  D 
Coghlan.  After  a  funeral  service  in  the  First  Methodist  Church  in  Ennis 
she  was  taken  to  Midlothian  for  burial. 
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A  Sketch  of  Aunt  Melissa's  Life 
Descendants  of  Mary  Melissa  Hawkins 

Great-great  grandmother,  Melissa  Hawkins  was  a  twin  to  Uncle 
Marcellus  Hawkins.  She  died  rather  early  in  life  and  I  have  but  little 
about  her.  She  was  married  to  Harrison  Hinckley  who  stood  out  as 
one  of  the  greatest  of  Christian  characters  of  his  day.  Aunt  Melissa  was 
a  great  Christian  and  left  her  imprint  on  her  children.  I  am  sorry  we 
do  not  have  more  of  her  life  to  write  here. 

Her  daughter,  Cousin  Annie  Hinckley  Newton,  is  entitled  to  fuller 
mention  than  just  to  name  her  in  the  Descendant  Sheet.  She  was  the 
one  and  only  “grand  baby”  coming  with  the  family  from  Indiana.  She 
was  a  beautiful  child  and  much  loved.  Tradition  is  that  some  of  the 
boys  and  men  walked  most  of  the  time  and  that  “Baby  Annie”  came 
most  of  the  way  in  their  arms.  She  lived  to  a  happy  and  useful  old  age 
and  was  still  loved  by  all.  She  was  very  popular  among  all  those  oldsters 
and  with  the  younger  children,  too.

Sketch  of  the  Life  of  Benjamin  Franklin  Hawkins

As  I  was  quite  young  when  rny  grandtather  passed  away,  I  know 
little  except  of  his  living  kindness  and  gentleness  to  us  grandchildren. 
He  came  to  Texas  in  the  Spring  of  1848  bringing  with  him  Mary  Pinnell, 
his  bride  of  a  few  days.  They  first  settled  in  Navarro  County  which 
later  became  Ellis  County,  near  what  is  now  known  as  Midlothian. 
Ellis  County  was  organized  two  years  later  and  he  was  one  of  the 
Commissioners.  At  the  first  election  lie  was  chosen  County  Clerk,  which 
office  he  held  until  his  death,  a  period  of  48  years. 

lie  was  a  Iriend  to  all,  especially  to  the  poor  and  destitute.  The 
following  story  is  told  of  him.  lie  and  a  group  of  men  were  talking 
together,  seated  in  his  County  Clerk's  office.  A  little  Negro  boy  came  in 
on  some  mission,  lie  stood  restlessly  for  a  minute  or  two  when  Uncle 
Frank  said,  “Excuse  me,  men,  a  moment  while  I  see  what  the  little  boy 
wants.”  Then  hi*  resumed  his  seat  with  them.  As  a  Christian  it  was 
olten  said  “he  was  without  fault  ”  lie  was  the  pastor’s  friend,  President 
of  the  Board,  and  Sunday  School  Superintendent,  lie  was  also  a  Mason 
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of  high  rank  and  was  honored  by  the  Mystical  Body  throughout  th 
state.  His  was  a  model  home,  and  with  his  wonderful  wife  brought  sur 
shine  and  joy  to  everyone  within. 

The  Hon.  J.  W.  Ferris  said  of  him,  “There  is  not  an  instance  wher 
a  Public  officer  has  ever  given  such  universal  satisfaction  or  who  carrie 
with  him  to  his  grave  the  entire  friendship  and  love  of  so  many  of  hi 
fellow  citizens.”

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A  Few  Personal  Words  About  the  Descendants 

of  Uncle  Frank  Hawkins

Uncle  Frank  and  Aunt  Mary  to  many  of  you,  my  grandparents,  did 
a  right  good  job  of  raising  their  family.  May  I  say  a  word  about  them. 

Cousin  Allie,  No.  1-1,  must  have  been  a  beautiful  girl  for  she  was 
beautiful  as  a  woman  when  I  knew  her.  She  was  a  good  Christian  as 
well  were  all  my  aunts,  uncles,  and  in-laws.  She  married  J.  F.  Mulkey, 
a  merchant,  and  with  her  help,  a  very  successful  one.  Unfortunately 
they  had  no  children  of  their  own  but  reared  three  lovely  girls  and  helped 
many  others. 

Cousin  Elbe,  No.  1-2,  found  a  great  life  companion  in  Uncle  Billy 
Calfee,  a  great  church  man  as  well  as  a  business  and  civic  leader. 

Cousin  Matie,  No.  1-3,  brought  a  great  character  into  our  family 
life  when  she  married  Uncle  Mitch  Gray,  a  successful  miller  whom 
everyone  trusted  and  loved. 

Cousin  Ed,  No.  1-4,  my  father,  was  “the  greatest.”  He  chose  a  won¬ 
derful  companion,  Nettie  Carson.  He  served  as  deputy  clerk  under 
Grandpa  for  fourteen  years  and  was  chosen  by  the  Commissioners' 
Court  to  fill  out  the  unexpired  term  of  his  father  and  at  the  next  elec¬ 
tion  he  was  elected  to  the  office,  which  he  held  for  some  20  or  25  years. 

Cousin  Em,  No.  1-5,  married  one  of  the  finest  Christian  men  I  ever 
knew — Uncle  Claude  Arnold.  They  were  a  joy  to  everyone. 

Cousin  Lee,  No.  1-6,  was  a  political  leader.  When  a  struggling  young 
lawyer,  he  married  Kate  Briggs,  a  wonderful  character.  He  moved 
rapidly  forward  to  being  County  Attorney,  District  Attorney,  County 
Judge,  District  Judge,  and  in  1921  was  appointed  to  the  Court  of  Criminal 
Appeals  at  which  time  he  moved  to  Austin.  In  1939  he  was  elected  by 
court  members  as  Presiding  Judge  and  continued  in  that  capacity  until 
he  voluntarily  retired  in  1950. 

These  families  in  turn  have  reared  children  who  have  married 
and  made  their  marks  as  successful  Geologists,  Doctors  of  Engineering, 
Bookkeepers,  Bankers,  Ministers,  etc.,  and  etc.,  all  of  whom  we  are 
proud  as  we  are  proud  of  the  3rd  and  4th  generations  who  are  now  mak¬ 
ing  their  marks.

James  Emerson  Hawkins  was  born  in  Shelbyville,  Indiana,  December 
19  ] jioq  He  was  the  fourth  son  of  William  and  Anna  Eddy  Hawkins.  1  e 
may  not  have  been  named  for  Ralph  Waldo  Emerson  but  he  possessed 
many  of  the  qualities  and  reflected  much  of  the  philosophy  of  t 
eminent  lecturer  and  essayist.  Material  wealth  meant  little  to  him, 
the  individual  was  self-sufficient.  He  lived  by  the  law  o£  love  ^s- 
tice  He  could  symnathize  with  men  of  all  creeds  and  coloi.  Politic  y 
he  was  a  Democrat  but  he  voted  for  the  man,  not  the  party.  He  never 
joined  a  church.  His  parents  being  Methodists,  his  school  Presbyterian 
and  his  wife  Epsicopalian,  he  wisely  refrained  from  stating  which  of  these 
churches  he  would  have  preferred.  But  he  was  a  Christian  and  lived 

that  life. 

He  enrolled  in  the  Literary  Department  of  LaPorte  University  in 

Indiana  September  7,  1846,  and  was  there  nearly  two 
decided  to  take  up  land  under  the  Peters  Colony  contract  in  Texas  l 
1848  and  they  left  in  March  of  that  year.  Emerson  was  just  o  d  enough 
get  820  acres  in  his  own  name,  lie  sold  one-half  of  that  mterest 
before  the  land  was  located.  A  patent  was  granted  him  for  100  au  s 
in  Ellis  County.  In  the  spring  of  185!)  we  find  him  paying  taxes  on  HiO 
acres  near  Waxaharhie.  This  is  undoubtedly  the  original  U.u  t.  w. . 
here  he  settled  with  his  bride  a  few  months  later,  and  heie  most  o 

their  live  children  were  born. 
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He  had  taught  school  a  few  terms  after  coming  to  Texas  and  in  his 
spare  time  studied  law  in  his  father’s  office.  He  decided  upon  a  law 
career.  His  close  friend,  General  Edward  H.  Tarrant,  a  prominent  lawyer 
in  the  state,  and  he  became  law  partners.  Their  offices  were  in  Waxa- 
hachie.  General  Tarrant  died  in  August,  1858.  A  few  months  later  At¬ 
torney  Hawkins  was  granted  Power  of  Attorney  to  settle  the  Tarrant 
estate.  Mary  Tarrant,  the  young  widow,  continued  to  live  in  their 
plantation  home  on  Chambers  Creek  near  Italy,  Texas. 

She  was  the  former  Mary  Danforth  of  Arkansas  Territory,  born  Oc¬ 
tober  19,  1831.  She  had  come  to  Texas  in  1850  to  visit  an  older  sister, 
Martha  and  her  husband  Elisha  Wyman  in  Navarro  County.  She  and 
General  Tarrant  were  married  at  her  sister’s  home  April  6,  1851.  Mary 
was  then  nineteen  years  old.  Mr.  Wyman  died  two  years  later  and  Martha 
died  a  few  years  afterward.  Mary  and  General  Tarrant  took  their  two 
small  daughters  to  rear. 

Now  Mary  was  alone  with  the  two  young  nieces  and  a  young  relative 
of  General  Tarrant,  Jesse  Gilliam,  who  had  made  his  home  with  them. 
There  were  about  twenty  Negro  slaves  on  the  plantation.  Mary  had 
been  educated  in  Episcopal  schools.  A  fall  from  a  horse  in  her  child¬ 
hood  left  her  with  a  slight  limp.  She  had  always  led  a  sheltered  life 
and  knew  little  about  business  affairs.  She  welcomed  the  young  lawyer’s 
help  in  settling  her  late  husband’s  estate  and  called  upon  him  for  advice 
about  crops  and  the  management  of  the  slaves.  One  year  later  they 
were  married,  Nov.  11,  1859,  and'  moved  to  his  land  near  Waxahochie. 
They  built  a  house  and  slave  quarters.  The  slaves  adored  “Marse  Em.” 

The  nieces,  Susanah  and  Henrietta  Wyman,  loved  their  new  uncle 
and  when  Sue  married  and  had  a  son  of  her  own,  she  named  him 
Emerson.  Jesse  Gilliam  continued  to  make  his  home  with  them.  Rumors 
of  war  began  to  be  heard — the  slaves  would  be  set  free — prices  began 
to  go  up,  and  money  became  scarce.  The  Negroes  showed  their  loyalty  to 
him  when  some  of  them  offered  to  be  sold  to  help  him.  He  told  them 
that  they  would  be  free  in  time,  and  until  then,  it  would  be  best  for 
them  to  remain  together. 

He  was  loyal  to  the  Southern  cause  and  organized  a  military  group 
and  began  drilling  them.  Mary  was  expecting  her  first  child  in  July, 
1861.  He  remained  at  home  until  Mary  Emerson  was  a  few  months  old 
and  then  volunteered  for  service.  He  entered  the  12th  Texas  Cavalry  as 
a  First  Lieutenant  and  later  was  promoted  to  Captain.  Mary’s  letters  to 
him  at  this  time  show  her  concern  for  his  safety.  Her  religious  faith 
helped  sustain  her  and  she  wrote  cheerful  letters,  but  a  day  came  in 
1863  when  he  was  severely  wounded.  He  was  sent  home  and  was  never 
able  to  return  to  service  and  therefore  was  never  discharged  from  the 
army.  Friends  and  relatives  continued  to  address  him  as  “Captain 
Hawkins.” 

After  the  war  the  family  moved  to  Waxahachie  where  he  resumed 
his  law  practice.  He  was  elected  District  Attorney  over  a  circuit  of  seven 
counties  and  was  elected  to  the  Legislature  for  a  number  of  terms.  The 
war  wound  never  ceased  to  trouble  him  and  he  gave  up  politics  and  joined 
a  law  firm  in  Cleburne.  They  were  happier  here  than  they  had  ever 
been.  Mary  had  her  church  and  he  was  home  more  with  them. 
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They  held  a  tract  of  land  in  West  Texas  but  had  never  been  able 
to  give  it  any  attention.  About  1880  he  decided  they  should  .go  there 
and  perhaps  make  it  then'  home.  They  were  ready  for  the  move  when 
they  found  that  it  would  take  too  much  money  to  establish  a  home 
there.  They  went  to  Morgan  where  he  bought  and  managed  a  hotel. 
They  never  regretted  this  decision. 

Mary’s  health  began  to  decline.  Her  childhood  injury  which 
had  never  healed  properly  began  to  trouble  her.  Mary  Emerson  was 
about  twenty  years  of  age  and  she  began  teaching  school.  Kate  Elizabeth, 
called  Lizzie,  took  over  the  management  of  the  home.  Hampton,  who 
was  sixteen,  began  work  with  the  newspaper.  He  had  literary  ability 
and  he  hoped  to  own  his  own  paper  some  day.  Annie,  the  musical  one 
in  the  family,  always  had  a  group  of  friends  with  her  around  he  piano 
playing  and  singing.  Gregg,  the  baby  of  the  family,  was  twe  ve  years 
old.  He  loved  to  fish  but  was  always  ready  to  run  errands  and  help  his 

father. 

Mary’s  health  did  not  improve.  The  daughters  took  her  to  Mineral 
Wells  for  the  baths  and  a  change.  She  steadily  grew  worse  and  eventually 
was  confined  to  her  bed.  Mary  Emerson  stayed  home  to  nurse  her. 

Annie  was  the  first  to  be  married  and  leave  home.  Her  husband  was 
Lewis  Fox,  a  station  agent  at  Eddy,  Texas.  He  had  come  to  Texas  from 
Michigan  when  he  was  ten  years  old.  Annie  died  in  1903.  Uncle  Lewis 
never  remarried.  Some  of  you  may  have  heard  the  song  popular  on 
the  radio  some  years  ago,  “That  Silver  Haired  Daddy  of  Mine  that  his 
son,  Max,  wrote  and  dedicated  to  him. 

’  Kate  Elizabeth’s  first  marriage  ended  in  divorce.  She  had  one  child, 
a  daughter  named  Fay.  Her  second  marriage  was  to  Dr.  Frank  Chandlei 
of  Rogers  in  Milam  County.  He  adopted  Fay.  He  was  a  fine  Kentuc  y 
gentleman  and  much  beloved  to  the  family.  None  of  them  are  now 
living.  Fay  left  some  lovely  daughters. 

Mary  Emerson  said  she  would  never  leave  her  mother.  John  Milton 
Cooper  a  young  bridge  builder,  from  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  proposed  mar- 
riage  and  agreed  that  she  should  not  leave  home.  They  were  married 
February  21,  1889,  and  he  built  a  small  house  for  hei  next  to  hei  pa 
ents’  home.  The  beloved  wife  and  mother  grew  steadily  worse  and  passed 
away  February  15,  1891.  Mary  Emerson  remained  in  Morgan  with  her 
father  until  1902,  when  she  went  to  Oklahoma  where  her  husband  had 
homesteaded  land. 

Hampton  remained  at  home  and  worked  at  the  railroad  station 
This  work  took  him  to  Rhome,  Texas.  Here  he  met  beautiful  Mattie 
Ware.  Her  father,  like  many  more  Southerners,  had  lost  his  fortune  in 
Mississippi  during  the  war.  They  were  married  and  went  to  Stephe  - 
ville  where  he  was  agent  of  the  Frisco,  and  later  opened  a  furmtu  e 
store.  In  1906  his  dream  came  true  when  he  became  ownei  and  pub¬ 
lisher  of  The  Stephenville  Empire  which  he  published  for  24  yeais. 

Gregg  married  Miss  Ida  Day  who  was  born  in  Johnson  County  Her 
father  was  from  Virginia.  Gregg  began  work  on  the  Texas  Central  Rail¬ 
road  and  became  a  passenger  conductor.  His  work  later  carried  him  o 
the  West  Coast  where  their  fine  family  was  reared. 

Caotain  Hawkins  made  his  home  with  his  children,  spending  a 
month  or  two  at  a  time  with  each  one,  throughout  the  year.  He  was  al- 
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ways  a  most  welcome  and  beloved  visitor  and  adored  by  his  eighteen 
grandchildren.  He  passed  away  while  on  the  Santa  Fe  train  en  route 
to  Morgan  with  his  daughter,  Mary  Emerson,  July  16,  1912.  He  was 
buried  beside  his  beloved  wife  in  the  cemetery  in  Morgan.

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A  Sketch  of  Uncle  Will's  Life 


The  following  is  taken  from  a  book  of  memoirs  of  Uncle  Will: 

“On  Wednesday  night  of  last  week,  Mr.  W.  A.  Hawkins,  an  old  and 
highly  esteemed  citizen  of  Waxahachie  was  taken  violently  ill,  of  what 
was  called  spotted  fever.  The  best  medical  skill  of  the  city  was  obtained 
and  loving  friends  exerted  every  effort  to  relieve  the  sufferer,  but 
to  no  avail.  The  patient  continued  to  grow  worse  and  at  12  o’clock  on 
Saturday,  the  faithful,  humble,  Christian  soldier  fell  asleep  in  the 
arms  of  Jesus.  (December,  1899). 

“The  funeral  services  were  held  Sunday  at  the  Methodist  Church 
conducted  by  Revs.  J.  S.  Davis  and  M.  K.  Little.  At  2  o’clock  the  re¬ 
mains  were  conveyed  to  the  cemetery  by  the  United  Friends  of  Temper¬ 
ance,  followed  by  a  long  concourse  of  sorrowing  friends. 

He  professed  religion  when  about  18  years  of  age  at  the  Shiloh 
camp-ground,  on  Red  Oak  Creek,  and  united  with  the  Methodist  Church, 
of  which  he  lived  a  devoted  member  until  his  death. 

“His  life  was  marked  by  humble  piety  and  devotion  to  the  cause 
of  his  Divine  Master.  He  was  ever  ready  to  minister  to  the  wants  of 
suffering  humanity,  comforting  the  distressed,  feeding  the  hungry,  visit¬ 
ing  the  sick,  and  pointing  the  disconsolate  to  the  God  of  peace.  While 
about  his  daily  labors  he  was  ready  at  all  times  to  listen  to  the  cries 
of  distress,  and  to  help  to  relieve  it.  He  seemed  at  all  times  to  be 
living  in  the  higher  atmosphere  of  the  Christian  experience.  He  will  be 
missed  by  us  all,  but  oh,  that  vacant  chair  in  his  own  household  where 
he  and  his  family  gathered  for  evening  prayer.” 

Uncle  Will  was  a  local  preacher  in  the  Methodist  Church  and  a 
great  gospel  singer.  It  is  said  of  him  if  he  could  not  get  the  people  to 
move  by  his  preaching  he  would  start  singing  and  get  results. 

The  following  lines  were  written  by  Uncle  Will  for  the  Christian 
Advocate  a  few  feeks  before  his  death: 

The  moon  was  rising  in  splendor 
O’er  the  Eastern  hills, 

Casting  a  halo  of  glory 

O’er  valley  and  rippling  rills. 

Cresting  the  distant  mountains 
With  coronets  of  light, 

Which  sparkled  and  glowed  like  jewels, 

A  beautiful,  beautiful  sight. 

With  eager  ears  I  listened 

To  learn  what  the  song  might  be, 

In  trusting,  trembling  words  it  came, 

“Nearer,  my  God  to  Thee.” 

Sweet  and  clear  the  voice  rang 
As  if  t’wou.ld  reach  to  heaven, 

“All  that  thou  sendest  me 
In  mercy  given.” 
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I  knew  from  the  solemn  cadence, 

The  sweet  and  earnest  tone, 

That  the  heart,  as  well  as  the  voice, 
Was  getting  near  the  throne. 

And  my  heart  went  out  to  the  singer, 
For,  touched  by  the  self  same  chord, 

My  soul  in  answer  echoes, 

‘‘Near  to  Thee,  my  Lord.” 

Out  on  the  air  it  rang  again, 

“Angels  to  beckon  me.” 

My  glad  heart  joined  the  sweet  refrain, 
“Nearer,  my  God,  to  Thee.” 

Nearer  to  Thee,  my  Lord,  my  God, 

And  nearer  still  to  Thee, 

Till  time,  and  sense,  and  life  are  lost 
In  blest  eternity.”

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A  Brief  History  of  the 
Anna  Elizabeth  Hawkins  Lowe  Family 

Our  beloved  grandmother  and  her  husband,  Col.  Marvel  Thomas 
Lowe,  were  the  parents  of  six  children,  sixteen  grandchildren,  twenty- 
seven  great-gi  andchildren  and  one  adopted  son,  sixteen  great-great¬ 
grandchildren  plus  the  son  of  the  adopted  grandchild. 

Oui  grandfather  Lowe  was  a  career  solidier,  a  scholar,  a  lawyer,  and 
an  expert  conceining  military  law.  In  his  youth  he  fought  gallantly 
with  the  United  States  Army.  When  the  South  seceded,  he  like  a  true 
Southerner,  cast  his  lot  with  the  Confederacy.  He  was  too  old  to  take 
part  in  military  action,  but  served  as  Enrolling  Officer  of  Parson’s  Bri¬ 
gade.  Insci ibed  on  this  document  are  the  names  of  the  pioneer  sons  of 
Ellis  County. 

Colonel  Lowe  died  while  his  six  children  were  very  young.  Our  grand¬ 
mother  and  her  family  struggled  to  make  ends  meet  on  a  poor  cross-tim¬ 
ber  farm  near  Marystown  in  Johnson  County,  Texas.  These  post  war  days 
on  the  raw  Texas  frontier  were  trying  to  the  gentle  widow  and  her  six 
children.  With  the  help  of  God,  the  wonderful  Christian  mother  reared 
fine,  upright,  God-fearing  citizens. 

Our  grandparents  were  educated  Christian  people  and  the  church  and 
school  were  of  utmost  importance.  The  first  generation  attended  the 
“little  red  school  house”  and  pioneer  academies.  The  second  and  third 
generation  as  a  whole  are  college  graduates. 

The  various  vocations  represented  include  lawyers,  teachers,  ministers 
of  the  gospel,  doctors,  farmers,  ranchmen,  business  executives,  mer¬ 
chants  in  lumber,  oil,  transportation  and  electrical  equipment,  military 
careers,  nurses,  accountants,  dairymen,  and  construction  workers. 

These  descendants  have  made  a  worthwhile  contribution  to  the  welfare 
of  their  nation  from  Texas  to  California

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Sketch  of  David  Peter  Hawkins  • 

This  is  a  brief  sketch  of  the  life  of  grandfather  David  Peter  Hawkins. 
It  must  be  brief,  for  his  life  was  brief.  All  those  who  knew  him  have 
passed  on  to  the  other  world. 

He  was  born  at  La  Porte,  Indiana,  December  28,  1838.  He  was  married 
to  grandmother  Elizabeth  Catherine  Embry,  August  18,  1859,  in  Midlo¬ 
thian,  Texas.  She  was  born  April  30,  1842  in  Mississippi.  She  died  in 
1875  at  Aurora,  Wise  County,  Texas,  and  was  buried  in  Fort  Worth. 

As  a  young  man  he  responded  to  the  call  of  his  country  for  service  in 
the  Civil  War,  or  the  War  Between  the  States.  He  made  the  supreme 
sacrifice  while  serving  in  the  Confederate  Army,  leaving  two  babies  and 
a  young  wife.  He  died  from  fever  and  exposure  in  St.  Frances  County, 
Arkansas,  while  the  army  was  on  the  march. 

There  is  no  available  record  of  his  religious  life,  but  it  is  presumed 
that  he,  like  his  brothers,  under  the  influence  of  devout  Methodist  par¬ 
ents,  became  a  Christian  early  in  his  life.

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A  Brief  Sketch  of  the  Life  of  John  Wesley 

Hawkins

Though  John  Wesley  Hawkins  lived  only  thirty-seven  years  no  one 
can  doubt  that  he  lived  an  eventful,  interesting  and  successful  life.  When 
he  was  3-years-old  his  family  moved  from  the  town  of  La  Porte,  Indiana, 
to  a  farm  six  miles  out  in  the  country.  With  all  tne  interests  a  farm  holds 
for  a  small  boy,  and  with  ten  brothers  and  sisters  for  companions,  he 
must  have  had  a  delightful  four  years  there.  Then  imagine  the  thoughts 
and  reactions  of  the  seven  year  old  boy  as  he  left  the  scene  and  friends 
of  his  childhood  and  made  the  adventurous  thousand  mile  trek  to  far¬ 
away  Texas.  .  .  . 

Every  minute  of  that  trip  must  have  been  exciting  and  interesting, 

riding  in  a  wagon,  on  horseback,  or  much  of  the  time  walking,  making 
camp,  fording  rivers,  fearing  Indians,  the  story  of  the  Alamo,  and  dreams 
of  what  this  great  country  they  were  moving  to  would  be  like.  Little  did 
he  dream  that  he  would  see  his  family,  in  a  few  short  years,  take  up 
arms  against  the  friends  they  had  just  left  in  Indiana.  (American  Civil 

War  1861-65)  .  .  .  ,,  i;. 

With  little  formal  education  but  extensive  learning  taught  by  the 

of  oioneering,  and  guidance  of  his  wonderful  family,  John  grew  to  man¬ 
hood.  In  spite  of  the  unusual  life  he  had  lived  he  was  a  calm,  though 
serious  minded  individual,  of  character  beyond  reproach,  and  with  a 
genuine  love  of  people.  He  was  a  civic  worker  and  a  family  man.  lhe 
largest  of  the  Hawkins  boys,  he  must  have  had  a  heart  in  proportion  to 
his  body  I  have  never  heard  one  unkind  word  about  him  and  he  has  a  - 
ways  been  spoken  of  as  quiet,  honest-to-a-fault  and  generous  in  service 

t0 He  married  Mary  Frances  Newton  when  he  was  twenty-six  years  old 
and  they  made  their  home  on  land  that  he  owned  and  farmed  eas  o 
Midlothian  They  had  four  children,  two  girls,  Mattie  and  Mary,  and  two 
sons,  Mason  William  and  John  Wesley,  Jr.  This  youngest  boy  was  only 
4-days-old  when  grandpa  passed  away.  The  next  yeai  little  John  W 
ley,  Jr.  and  Mary  died  and  in  1911  Mason  died  at  almost  the  same  age 

his  father  had  died.  , 

When  Midlothian’s  first  store  was  moved  to  town  from  neai  the  Leba 

on  Church,  grandpa  was  chosen  to  manage  it.  This  was  a  Grange  S  ore, 
started  by’  the  Society  of  Grangers  which  had  been  meeting  at  the 
Lebanon  Church.  It  was  a  general  merchandise  store  m  a  lbxlH 
buildin0  built  at  the  front  gate  of  grandpa’s  farm,  not  far  east  of  who 
the  Santa  Fe  railway  station  now  stands.  Most  of  the  merchand.se  was 
hauled  from  Dallas  by  wagons,  and  the  buying  trips  took  two  or  three 
days  Grandma  said  that  when  she  started  to  help  grandpa  m  the  stoi 
heLdd  “Mary,  l  know  that  you  will  want  to  give  each  customer  u 
measure,  but  remember,  if  you  give  them  more  than  this,  you  aie  chca  - 

‘"{."te  store  that  the  community  first  had  mail.  It  was  called 
the  Barker  Post  Office  and  the  mail  was  brought  by  horseback  from 
Waxahachie  every  Friday.  That  was  always  a  gala  day,  as  neatly  eveiy- 
body  was  at  the  posloffiee  when  the  mail  came. 
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To  us  with  whom  grandma  made  her  home  for  many  years,  she  was 
not  only  a  sage,  self  educated,  but  a  most  sensible  person  who  orogressed 
easily  with  the  times.  We  were  ever  given  the  impression  that  grandpa 
was  much  like  her  in  these  respects.  It  seems  proper  to  mention  that  in 
1883  when  the  old  Lebanon  Church  was  sold  and  a  new  church  built 
within  the  townsite  of  Midlothian  it  was  erected  on  lots  donated  by 
Mrs.  John  Wesley  (Mary)  Hawkins.  She  was  a  charter  member,  played  an 
impoi  tant  part  in  its  upbuilding,  and  never  moved  her  membership. 

The  following  notice  appeared  in  the  newspaper  at  the  event  of  the  un¬ 
timely  death  of  John  Wesley  Hawkins  June  24,  1878: 

ANOTHER  GOOD  CITIZEN  GONE 

John  W.  Hawkins,  postmaster  at  Barker,  and  brother  of  our  county 
clerk,  B.  F.  Hawkins,  died  at  his  home  on  Monday  last.  He  had  been  sick 
foi  several  weeks,  during  the  whole  of  which  little  hope  was  entertained 
for  his  recovery.  His  father  moved  to  this  county  when  he  was  quite 
young  and  ever  since  he  has  lived  among  us,  loved  and  respected  by  all 
who  knew  him.  He  was  buried  on  Tuesday  with  the  honors  of  the  Patrons 
of  Husbandry  of  which  organization  he  was  a  consistent  member.  A 
very  large  procession  attended  his  remains  to  the  grave.  He  leaves  a  wife 
and  several  children  and  a  host  of  relatives  and  friends  to  mourn  his  loss. 
They  have  the  sympathy  of  the  entire  community. 


Descendants  of  John  Wesley  Hawkins 

First  generation,  of  his  four  children,  two,  John  and  Mary,  died  in  in¬ 
fancy.  One  son,  Mason  William,  who  was  very  much  like  his  father  in 
physique  and  disposition,  became  a  banker  and  was  one  of  Midlothian’s 
most  respected  citizens  and  businessmen.  He  was  a  churchman  and  friend 
of  the  people,  rich  and  poor  alike.  He  married  Anne  Morgan  of  Midlo¬ 
thian.  Two  of  Anne’s  special  aptitudes  were  to  make  friends  and  “sew 
a  fine  seam.”  When  some  years  after  Mace’s  death  she  married  John  Lee 
Wallace  of  Fort  Worth,  a  happy  relationship  developed  between  the 
Wallace’s  and  the  Hawkins’. 

Mace’s  only  child,  attractive,  blond  Frances  Addelean,  grew  up  in  Fort 
Worth  but  moved  to  Columbus,  Ohio,  when  she  married  Dr.  Roy  H.  Bow¬ 
en,  a  professor  of  speech  in  Ohio  State  University.  Their  daughter,  Anne, 
a  beautiful,  blue-eyed  teenager  with  blond  curly  hair,  shows  a  flair 
and  a  real  talent  for  the  dramatic. 

One  daughter,  Mattie  Hawkins,  a  descendant  of  two  Ellis  County 
pioneer  families,  Newton  and  Hawkins,  lived  most  of  her  79  years  within 
one  mile  of  the  place  of  her  birth.  She  challenged  anyone  to  prove  they 
had  a  happier  girlhood  than  hers.  She  enjoyed  her  brief  time  of  teaching 
in  Polytechnic  Institute.  “Miss  Mattie”  was  widely  known  and  much 
loved.  She  was  a  great  figure  in  the  religious  and  civic  life  of  Midlothian 
and  a  constant  booster  of  the  town. 

She  married  Tom  Moore  Dees  from  Moss  Point,  Mississippi,  and  to¬ 
gether  they  lived  a  busy,  useful  life  made  most  interesting  by  the  rapid 
pace  of  activity,  the  constant  changes  in  business  and  residence  and  the 
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unusual  trading  of  businessman  Dees.  Spurred  on  by  Mattie’s  helpmate 
attitude  and  knowledgeable  business  judgment,  his  two  most  successful 
ventures  were  as  a  banker  and  oilman.  He  was  a  banker  in  Midlothian 
as  well  as  founder  and  president  of  Dallas’  Guaranty  Bank  and  Trust  Co. 
which  later  became  the  Republic  National  Bank  of  Dallas.  He  was  also  the 
developer  and  president  of  the  Hog  Creek  Oil  Company,  a  colorful  wildcat 
venture  that  helped  open  the  Ranger  Oil  Field. 

After  this  good  fortune,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Dees,  already  good  Christian 
characters,  and  ever  mindful  of  the  welfare  of  those  about  them,  felt  add¬ 
ed  responsibility.  Among  many  philanthropies,  they  one  day  figured  up 
what  one-fifth  of  their  worldly  goods  was  and  gave  that  amount  to  a 
variety  of  worthy  causes,  in  memory  of  their  daughter,  Dell  Mason,  who 
had  died  at  the  age  of  three.  (These  gifts  included  a  school  building, 
funds  for  Methodist  and  Baptist  churches,  and  the  cemetery  association  of 
Midlothian;  and  a  wing  of  a  YWCA  building  in  Dallas.) 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Dees  reared  five  happy  Christian  children,  four  of  their 
own  and  a  nephew  of  Mr.  Dees,  William  Noll  Sewell.  Too,  Miss  Ola  Chum- 
ley  lived  part  of  her  life  in  the  Dees  home.  Of  their  four  granchildren,, 
all  are  college  graduates,  two  are  doctors,  Tom  Dees  II,  M.  D.  and  Tom 
Lee  McKnight,  PhD. 

Grandpa  John  Hawkins’  three  great-great-grandchildren,  Pam  and 
Randy  Elkins  and  Clint  McKnight,  though  very  young  at  this  writing 
have  great  promise  of  carrying  on  the  Hawkins  traditions  for  “the  right 
kind  of  living.’’

A  Brief  Sketch  of  the  Life  of 
George  Washington  Hawkins 

The  Youngest  of  the  Family  Moving  to  Texas  in  1848 


By  His  Granddaughter,  Mrs.  May  (Beall)  Culbertson 

A  great  and  wonderful  man  years  ago  said  to  his  son,  “Son,  I  sometimes 
hink  I  would  like  to  go  further  west  and  grow  up  with  the  country 
igain  ”  That  man  was  my  grandfather.  He  was  one  of  those  men  w  o 

tot  only  grew  up  with  the  country,  but  caused  the  country  to  grow.  As 

>thcr  men  built  towns,  he  built  churches.  When  he  placed  his  foot  in¬ 
side  a  community,  you  could  know  that  it  would  not  be  long  before  he 

lad  gathered  a  group  of  devout  citizens  about  him,  and  soon  there  would 
ic  a  Methodist  Church.  This  was  true  when  he  left  Midlothian  to  go 
West”  It  was  not  long  after  he  had  settled  in  the  then  little  town  of 
Abilene,  which  was  a  small  town  of  shacks,  until  he,  with  others  of  his 
faith  had  organized  the  First  Methodist  Church  of  Abilene. 

From  Abilene  he  moved  to  the  “Divide”  in  Nolan  County.  The  com¬ 
munity  was  later  known  as  Dora.  First  he  and  his  family  worshipped 
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with  the  newly  organized  church  in  Mulberry  Canyon.  He  soon  became  a 
charter  member  of  the  church  that  he  and  others  organized  on  the  Di¬ 
vide.  In  time,  this  church  disbanded  and  became  a  charter  member  of  the 
Slater  Chapel  Methodist  Church,  where  he  held  his  membership  until 
the  close  of  his  life’s  victorious  day. 

My  grandfather  was  born  in  La  Porte  County,  Indiana,  November  12, 
1842,  the  youngest  of  eleven  children.  With  the  family  he  came  to  Tex¬ 
as  in  1848,  settling  near  the  present  town  of  Midlothian,  Ellis  County. 
Here  he  grew  to  manhood.  He  entered  the  Confederate  service  and  faith¬ 
fully  served  his  country  until  the  conflict  ended.  He  admitted,  “During 
the  war,  I  got  pretty  backslidden.”  He  was  never  proud  of  this  or  anything 
else  that  was  beneath  his  best.  But  soon  after  the  war  he  made  a  new 
profession  of  faith,  and  from  then  on  his  life  was  a  true  Christian  ex¬ 
ample. 

One  of  his  little  peculiarities  was  his  refusal  to  wear  a  tie,  why,  we  do 
not  know.  I  would  comb  his  beautiful  thick  white  hair  and  tease  him 
about  it.  “Grandfather”,  I  would  say,  “Remember,  when  you  die,  I’m  go¬ 
ing  to  put  a  tie  on  you.’  He  would  reply,  “Very  well,  but  don’t  try  to 
get  me  to  wear  one  now.” 

The  closing  years  of  his  life  were  spent  with  his  daughter  and  son-in- 
law,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  G.  W.  Whiteaker  of  Dora,  Texas.  As  with  all  lives 
that  his  life  touched,  George  Whiteaker  was  greatly  influenced  by  him. 
As  evidence  of  that  influence,  Uncle  George  was  a  faithful  official  and 
attendant  upon  the  church,  and  their  home  was  a  Christian  home. 

A  short  time  before  his  death,  his  grandson,  George  Wallis  Hawkins, 
wrote  of  him:  “He  is  living  a  rich,  mellow  life;  not  able  to  hear  the 
sounds  of  this  world;  the  music  and  the  joys  of  the  Heavenly  world  are 
more  permanently  with  him.  The  evening  draweth  nigh,  the  day  is 
nearly  done,  the  sunset  sky  is  clear  and  beautiful.  A  full  rich  life  is 
nearing  its  close.  It  will  not  be  very  long  until  he  will  be  happily  re¬ 
united  with  those  whom  he  loved  but  has  lost  awhile.  Until  then  he  is 
contented  and  happy  here  below.  It  is  great  to  have  such  a  man  as 
grandfather.” 


In  the  closing  hours  of  his  life,  while  the  loved  ones  sat  watching  as 
life  was  slipping  away,  he  began  to  sing: 


Praise  God  from  whom  all  blessings  flow; 
Praise  Him  all  creatures  here  below; 
Praise  Him  above,  ye  heavenly  hosts; 

Praise  Father,  Son,  and - , 


and  then  sank,  they  thought  to  rally  no  more.  Then  with  a  great  effort 
he  rallied  and  exclaimed  ‘“Rich!  Rich!  Rich!”  and  sank  again.  He  lingered 
only  an  hour  or  so  and  then  went  to  receive  the  reward  he  so  richly  de¬ 
served.. 


Death,  like  life,  to  him  was  rich  and  triumphant.  “Beautiful  in  the 
sight  of  the  Lord  is  the  death  of  His  saint.” 


December  10,  1080  the  curtain  fell;  the  scene  had  closed. 
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A  Few  Personal  Words  About  the  Descendants 
of  Uncle  George  Hawkins 

The  descendants  from  our  grandfather,  George  Washington  Hawkins, 
are  good  substantial  families.  None  are  rich;  all  are  comfortably  situated. 
The  moral  fiber  that  our  families  have  put  into  the  life-blood  of  our 
communities  and  into  the  lives  of  our  children  mean  more  than  gold. 

Cousin  Willie  Hawkins  died  young,  soon  after  his  marriage  to  Viola 
Tucker.  This  ended  the  promise  of  a  fine  and  useful  Christian  life. 

Cousin  Henrietta  married  William  Malcolm  Beall,  a  farmer  and 
stockman.  They  were  two  very  fine  Christian  people  who  were  active 
in  every  interest  of  the  church  and  community.  They  reared  two  children. 
The  son,  William  Otho,  a  fine  Christian  layman  in  the  work  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church,  served  the  Official  Board  until  the  end  of  his 
years.  His  three  sons  who  live  in  Austin,  arc  carrying  on  in  a  worthy 
way  the  pattern  of  work  their  father  set  before  them.  The  oldest,  W.  O., 
Jr.,  and  his  wife  have  just  finished  leading  in  organizing  a  new  church 
in  Austin,  he  being  an  elder  in  that  church.  Cousin  Henrietta’s  daughter, 
Mrs.  May  (Beall)  Culbertson  and  her  family  are  a  credit  to  the  Hawkins 
name.  They  are  Presbyterians  as  a  family  because  the  mother  took  the 
father’s  church  as  well  as  his  name.  Their  son  was  an  elder  in  the  First 
Church  of  Galveston  when  in  medical  school  and  now  is  a  deacon  in  his 
home  church  in  Dallas.  He  is  a  promising  young  doctor  (ear  specialist). 
Their  daughter  teaches  Sunday  School,  sings  in  the  choir,  and  is  an  asset 
to  her  community  in  many  ways.  Her  husband,  Robert  Temple  Driver, 
a  promising  young  lawyer,  is  at  present  County  Judge  of  Wichita  County 
and  an  active  worker  in  his  church. 

Cousin  Nettie,  the  oldest  of  Uncle  George’s  and  “Aunt  Fairy’s”  chil¬ 
dren,  married  George  Whiteaker,  a  stock  farmer  and  a  church  and 
community  leader.  If  a  big  job  needed  doing,  he  wanted  to  help  in  doing 
it.  They  had  three  children,  three  grandchildren  and  three  great-grand¬ 
children.  She  would  claim  nothing  of  the  spectacular  for  her  life  and 
that  of  her  family.  Her  three  children,  one  son-in-law  and  one  grand¬ 
son-in-law,  are  presently  members  of  the  Official  Board  of  the  Methodist 
Church  in  their  respective  communities.  They  and  their  families  are  in¬ 
terested  workers  in  church  and  community  affairs.  The  daughters  are 
teachers  in  the  public  schools  while  the  son  is  a  rancher  near  Abilene, 
Texas,  and  is  an  outstanding  worker  and  leader  in  the  County  and  Dis¬ 
trict  programs  for  youth  in  feeding  and  showing  livestock. 

Cousin  John  is  a  retired  minister  of  the  Northwest  Texas  Conference. 
He  is  married  to  Mrs.  Alberta  (Ellett)  Daniell,  who  has  served  faithfully 
at  his  side  in  every  phase  of  his  pastoral  work.  Their  many  friends  at 
the  various  charges  served,  speak  for  the  great  Christian  work  she  has 
made  it  possible  for  him  to  lead  in.  In  speaking  of  his  51  years  of  service 
he  gave  these  figures  as  proof  of  the  blessings  poured  upon  him:  He 
preached  11,0011  sermons,  received  1571  persons  into  the  Church,  had 
1495  conversions,  baptized  536  adults  and  94  infants,  performed  129  mar¬ 
riage  ceremonies,  and  conducted  152  funeral  services.  These  figures 
cannot  express  the  number  of  times  his  words  of  guidance  may  have 
saved  homes;  how  he  was  always  on  hand  and  ready  at  any  time  to  go 
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to  homes  visited  by  death  or  sickness  or  other  troubles  where  a  pastor’s 
encouraging  words  and  prayers  were  needed.  He  didn’t  record  that 
after  formal  retirement  he  held  pastorates  each  year  until  1960,  and 
his  District  Superintendent  lamented  the  fact  that  his  health  condi¬ 
tion  kept  such  an  able  servant  from  the  active  work. 

Cousin  George  has  had  an  interesting  and  varied  life.  After  attend¬ 
ing  Polytechnic  College,  he  married  Eula  Wallis,  a  fine  Christian  person. 
They  had  seven  children.  After  leaving  the  farm  he  does  concrete  work 
that  is  unsurpassed.  He  is  a  civil  engineer,  having  done  construction 
work  in  the  Panama  Canal  Zone  and  helped  in  the  survey  project  on 
the  tunnel  through  the  Rocky  Mountains  which  furnishes  water  for  the 
city  of  San  Diego.  He  mastered  higher  mathematics  but  his  study  didn’t 
stop  there.  He  is  a  Bible  student,  having  a  rare  gift  for  presenting  a 
Sunday  School  lesson,  or  talking  on  theological  subjects.  The  pioneer 
spirit  that  has  characterized  the  Hawkins  family  from  the  time  they 
came  to  Texas  is  shown  in  his  family.  The  seven  children  have  found 
their  work  and  established  their  homes  from  Muleshoe,  Texas,  into  New 
Mexico,  California  and  Washington.  They  are  upholding  the  family 
name  in  the  church  and  community  life  wherever  they  are.  Cousin 
George's  second  son,  John  Lester,  in  his  country’s  service  at  the  close  of 
World  War  II  was  on  The  Mighty  Mo  when  the  treaty  was  signed  be¬ 
tween  the  United  States  and  Japan  ending  the  war.  A  good  many  years 
after  the  death  of  Cousin  George’s  first  wife,  he  married  Mrs.  Viola 
Clark.  She  is  a  faithful  wife  and  “second  mother”  to  his  children.  They 
are  spending  the  evening  time  of  life  happily  together. 

Each  family  abounds  in  mutual  affection  and  is  God-fearing  and 
civic  minded.  In  this  we  feel  that  we  are  lving  up  to  Grandfather’s  high 
ideals  that  we  believe  will  sustain  us  and  America  in  any  of  life’s  needs.

“J”  HIS  BOOK  has  been  published 
i  in  the  plant,  of  The  Groesbeck 
Journal,  county  seat  weekly 
newspaper  of  Limestone  County, 
Texas,  August  1962. 

Perhaps  the  reason  it  was 
printed  in  Groesbeck  dates  back 
to  1882  in  Morgan,  Bosque  Coun¬ 
ty,  Texas,  when  Wade  Hampton 
Hawkins,  son  of  James  Emerson 
and  Mary  Danforth  Hawkins,  at 
the  age  of  17  took  a  splurge  in 
the  weekly  newspaper  business. 

I  was  very  young  when  he  de¬ 
scribed  his  partner  in  the  Morgan 
venture  as  a  “jackleg”  printer  by 
the  name  of  Wilson.  For  years 
I  envisioned  Mr.  Wilson  as  a 
printer  hobbling  around  on  a 
peg-leg. 


This  venture  in  newspapering  lasted  only  four  months,  as  Dad  quit 
to  take  a  job  with  the  Santa  Fe  Railroad  in  Morgan,  the  beginning  of 
a  railroad  career  that  he  voluntarily  terminated  at  the  age  of  31  at 
Stephenville,  Erath  County,  Texas,  to  enter  the  furniture  business,  which 
he  sold  ten  years  later  in  order  to  return  to  his  first  love,  the  newspaper. 
He  bought  The  Stephenville  Empire  in  1906,  when  I  was  one  year  of 
age,  operating  it  with  success  and  distinction  for  the  next  24  years 
until  selling  out  and  retiring  in  1930. 


His  eldest  son,  Hampton  Emerson  Hawkins,  was  successfully  follow¬ 
ing  him  in  the  newspaper  business  until  1929,  when  the  recurrence  of  a 
World  War  I  injury  caused  him  to  be  hospitalized  in  the  Veterans  Hos¬ 
pital,  Waco,  where  he  still  remains.  Then  the  newspaper  reins  fell  to 
this  writer.  After  the  Stephenville  plant  was  sold  in  1930,  this  plant  in 
Groesbeck  was  purchased,  with  this,  writer  at  the  helm  for  the  sub¬ 
sequent  32  years. 

It  has  been  a  pleasure  to  publish  this  book.  Doubtless,  there  will  be  a 
few  errors  and  inaccuracies  found  in  it.  But  please  remember  that  any 
such  mistakes  were  of  the  head  and  not  of  the  heart.
